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-  ciety writ againſt them, alledging, that as the 
. Temntes under the Old Teſtament were exempt 
from all ſecular powers, fo are Clerks by the 
New. 
| Your Majeſty will not approve of theſe 
Maxims, they are too falſe and erroneons : 
Therefore they that hold theim and will abide 
in your Realm, muſt publiquely abjure them 
in their Colledges; if they do it not, will you 
permit them to ſtay? they will ſubvert the 
toandations of your Power and Authority- 
Royall: if they do it, will you believe that 
by ſhifting places, they can lay down and 
take up again a Doctrine which 1s part of theix 
Religion, good for Rome, and good for Spain, 
but quite contrary for Fraxce, which rejecteth 
that the others receive? if they ſay they can 
do it by ſecret diſpenſation , what afſurance | 
can you have of men nouriſhed in a profel- 
hon which by change and diverhity of place 
becomes good aud bad ? 

This Do&rine is common fo them all,where- 
. ever they are, and make ſuch progreſs 11 your 
Kingdom, that it will at laſt flip into the moſt 
relerved Societies.

We have been ſo unhappy as to have ſeen 
in our dayes the efte&s of their inſtructions 
upon your facred perſon; Barriere (I tremble 
Sir when I pronounce that word ) was in- 
ſtructed by Varade the Feſuite, and confeſledly 
had taken the Sacrament, upon the Oath he 
had adminiſtred him for murthering you.

Thanks be to God, Sir, for the mutual 
Amity between you and the Pope 3 God pre- 
ſerve you long in your Throne, and him 1n his 
Charge.

Fudge from hence what the 
Society joyning their Forces in an initire body can ade 
This Society, (ſha!l I ſay of men or Angels) what 
ruines, what maſſacres, of errours and vices will t 
not procure £ what ſuccours will it not afford the 
Church when attacked ? But why ſay I, ſhall af 
ford ? We may rather fy, what hath ſhe not af- 
foraed ? As we may believe foretold by the Oracle 
of the Royal Prophet, Plal. 67. fince ibe Hebrew in- 
terpreters, Arias montanus Pagninus, and Gene-= 
brard, zaſtead of Your living creatures render it 
your Society, your Congregation, your Elect, 
your Troop ſhall inhabit the Land 3 and the 
Chaldee Paraphraje bath expreſt it, You have pre> 
pared an army of your Angelical troops, To do 
200d to the poor of God. T take this paſſ age as 
if the Prophet inſpired by God had had a near vier 
of the Society of Jeſus in bis viſions, Pag. 410. 

Thele Fathers are fo prophetical, that they 
are not content to ſpeak magnificently of their _ 
Society by ftudied diſcourſes in proſe and verle,. 
but in imitation of the Prophets of the Old Te- 
ſtament they expreſs themfclves by actions and 
repreſentations that are obvious to the ight,and 
dazle our eyes. This was ſeen in the City of 
Goa, when to celebrate their Secular year, they 
cauſed 'a triumphant Chariot to be drawn, 
wherein the Society was repreſented with all 
the porpp and ſplendour they coutd deviſe : *Fis

. . row lane} for there they muſt engage the De+ 
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true, -this Chariot was not lift up in the air as 
that of Elias, but in recompence of that defect 
it was view'd and admired by a great number. 
| of perſons, and trilled through the town with 
the acclamations of the beholders. . | 

They went not to heaven to ſeek Angels to 
guide it, that had been too troubleſome, they 
choſe them among their Schollars,who became 
Angels by changing their habits : Theſe young 
Angels provided of- white robes and wings of 
all colours were imployed to draw ſome of 
theſe good Fathers in the chariot for a ſpe- 
Ctacle to the whole City. 

This truunph was accompanicd with deli-. 
cate muſick, which ceaſed not till filenced by: 
a more maſculine, compoſed of the ſounds of: 
Drums and Trumpets, which founded an Alas! 
rum and Charge when they came to any nar- 
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vils, who placed there of purpoſe pretended-to 
{top the chariot, and hinder the'triumphant So- 
ciety to finiſh their carreire : But as the Society 
1s ever victorious, ſo theſe combats: ended al- 
wayes to their advantage and the Devils be- 
ing choſen, as well as the Angels, out of their 

Schollars, were of intelligence with them, not 
to make long or eager xefiftance. - | 2.508 
While they thought nothing, but the pleaſure 
of their divertiſement, an accident which all 
their prophetick prudence. could not foreſee, 
ky marred \ 


marred all their mirth, and was an ill omen to 
Ftheir proceedings : One of the wheels of the 
FE Chariot faſined jn a hole whence all the vertue 
of theſe E/iy's who were in it, and the ſirength 
Yof the Angels that drew. it could not get it out, 
though the poor Angels ftraincd hard to ftir it, 
but in vain; then, as their cuſtome is in extre- - 
mitics,, to make uſe of any thing to ſerve their 
turn, they were neccflitated to invoke theaid of 
of their Devils to pull out their Chariot, which 
they did, but not without the laughter of the 
ſetators, and ſcandal to many who begun to 
lay publickly, That 1be devils had at leaſt as great 
_ - ſpare in the triumph of the Feſuitcs as the An= 
| pels. 
; He that is really vertuous, however things 
happen, continues ſo ill : But when one is not 
in reality an El; or a Saint, but goes to hea- 
ven only by emblem, and in a machine all is in 
diſorder when the machine fails: This may be 
conhrmed by another accident at the ſame 
time, and in the ſame City. 
One of theſe Fathers praiſing the Society in 
his Sermon, compared it toa clock which is un- 
der Regulation, and regulates all other things 3 
but as he enlarged magnificently upon the ſub- 
jet, the Clock of their houſe by misfortune 
firuck above a hundred, and by the irregularity 
cauſed ſuch diforder in the auditory, that they 
could not forbear mocking the Preacher and the

The Society is a great miracle like the world, 
and therefore needs not do miracles. 


The princapal and greateſt miracle of the Society, 

25, the Society it ſelf There is not inthe world a 

miracle greater than the world : The ſame may be 
ſaid of the Society, as being a little world of it ſelf; 
Thic great body of the Society moves and furns by 

tbe will of one man 5 to move it 15 eaſe, but to trou- 
ble it difficult : He that ſees a multitude of men 
flouriſhing un age, excellent in parts, and eminent 
for their vigour and vivacity of ſpirit, condufed and

any interruption in thetr courſe, and upon exami- 
nail dnth not judge it ihe principal and preateſt 
miracle,-let him not expe another from the So= 
citty. 'Tis my opinion, that as in the world there 
3 nogreater or other miracle than the world it ſelf, 
fo there caunot be found in the Society a greater 
maracle than the Society. 

| Think, it not ſtrange then if the Feſuites do not 
#ny particular miracles as other Orders of Reltgion 
| ar the firſt age of their inſtitution have done, and 
| expect not the ſame from Ignatius their Foun- 
| der, who did no miracle at the foundation of the 


| Order, as Ribadeneiro ;ntbe firſt edition of bis life | 


© aſſures, 


aſſures, whereas-other Founders bave dorie ſo many, 
Pfrce the Soctety is a publich and perpetual miracle, 
Jas the Creation and preſervation of the world. 

I know it-may be laid nevertheleſs, that the 
Foundation, Propagation, and ſubliſtance of the 
Church over all the Earth in the time of Pa- 
ganiſme was.much.more miraculous im the firfk 
ages, than the foundation and extent of the So- 
ciety of Feſuiter among Chriſtians, and that the 
Church .did millions of miracles by the Saints 
and Biſhops who ſucceeded the Apoſiles, which 
by conſequence were {0 much more deſirable in 
the Society of Feſwites, as it 15 an Apoſtolical Or- 
der, (it they interpret of it the Prophecy of Abbot 
Foachim) deſtin'd for couverſion.'of Hereticks, 
Intidels, and 11] Chriſtians, to which miracles 
| would be very lublervient : But we muſt believe 
that though no miracles are to be found a- 
monegſt them, as they lay here, were not to e- 
ficem them leſs Apoltolical or leſs Holy , for 
theſe ſixty or eighty years laſt paſt ſince the 
death of their firſt Fathers, becaufe their So-. 
ciety 15 a miracle of miracles, and that though 
the Orders of St. Benedid, St. Dominick , and St. 
Francis did ſo many miracles in the hrtft age of 
their inſtitution, ut procceded not from their 
fanctity alone, asit it were greater than that of | 
the Feſ#ites, who are (as they ſay) A Sectety of | 
Aagels, of new Apoſtles, new Samſons, full of the | 
Spirit of the Lord, and the moſt perfect of all-O-- 
R D5 FUSE: 


d would ſupply the de- 
feats of thoſe Societies in'general by the parti- 
cular miracles of their individuals, whereas the 
default of particular Feſuites who work not mi- 
xacles is recompenced & made up by the general 
miracle of the Society it ſelf, and the imperfe- 
Etion of all the members in particular by the 
univerſal perfe&tion of the whole body. 


That the Society is the Oracle on the breaſt of 
the High Prieſt who decides infallibly there- 
by. : 

When Tconſfider the ſquare form of the Oracle, T 

diſcover tbe Soctety figured thereby as ſpread into 
the fomr parts of” the world : And when I behold 
the three rowes of four precious ſtones to a row, 
whereof it conſiſted, (Theſe good Fatbers are de- 
ceived, for according to the Text they ought to have

by the Dorineof Truth : When Tcall to mindthat 

this Ornament was carried 6# the breaſt of the High 

Prieſt of tbe Jews, methinks I bebold this little $0- 

ciety wrought in as it were on the breaſt of a more 

holy Pontife : The Charch will not be offended 
with theſe expreſſt ons, becauſe ſhe loves the Soctety, 
not only more than ſhe ought, but more than indeed 

- the Society deſerver, Nr will other Orders of Re-

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ligin wonder at it, fince this binders not but that 
they continue as alwayes in the Church, what the © 
Table, the Manna, and the Rod, thoſe three Ora- 
cles of the Ancient Religion, and inſtruments of ſb 
many prodigious miracles were in the Ark of the 
Covenant, Lib. 5+ C. 5. Þ. 622: 
This fablime Elegy of this admirable Society 
obliges us to render it extraordinary honours, 
for can men ſay more, than that it is the Oracle 
of the Doctrine of Truth, which the High Prieſt 
of Jeſus Chriſt carries on his breaſt, and on his _ 
heart, as the Scripture ſaith in Exodus ? It was 
called The Oracle of judgement, becauſe as Vatablus 
and other Interpreters ſay, The High Prieft ne= 
ver gave judgment in matters of importance, but be 
had this Ornament on his ſftomack > and as others 
lay, Becauſe it contained the Judgement and Des 
cree of God, that the High Prieſt ſhould be adorned 
with a ſoveraign aoctrine, and maſt perfeft accom- 
pliſhed purity of manners. So it may be believed 
with reaſon, that the Society of Feſ#ites {o ſtrait- 
ly united to the Pope, is the Oracle of his judge=- 
ment, being as enunent jn Knowledge as San- 
tity 3 Nor may men admire any more that 
they maintain the Pope infallible, provided he 
firſt conſult the Divines and Scholaſtical Do- 
tors, among whom they eſteem themſelves 
with good right to hold the firſt rank, as maſters 
of the world, the m1ft knowing of mortals, theteach> 
ers of all Nations, the Apollons, the Alexanders of 
: . D 6 aivinity, | 
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divinity, and ihe Prophets come down from bea> - 
ven, who deliver Oracles in #cumenical Councels 3 
and fo ſharing infalltbly with the Pope, on 
whole heart (they tell us here) their Society 
xeſts as the Oracle of Doftrine and Truth,which 
he ought to conſult in affairs of moment, as the 
High Prieſt of the Fewes never confulted the. 
Deity, but clothed with this Ornament ; ſo that 
we are to conclude, that there is juſt cauſe to 
believe the Pope infallible,when he takes advice 
of this famous Oracle of Truth, or doth any. 
_ thing in favour of the Feſeites, as in the name 
of the Company of Jeſus granted them by Paul 
the 34. attheir defire, with many extraordinary 
2nd unheard of priviledges, as they themſelves 
teftify, when they ſay , That the Popes having 
faid in their Bulls, That this Society hath been rat- 
fed by the Providence of God 3 their judacments in 
theſe things are not ſubjed to errour, becauſe it ſeems 
God grves his Oracles by him : But the Popes in- 
fallibility is ſubject to conteſt when he cenſures 
the Books of three famous Feſ#ites, Poza, Bawny, 
and Cells, with fach brands of errours and he- 
xefies condemned. that he makcs their Books of 
the number of prohibited ones, ſo dangerous. 
aud pernicious, that they ought not ta be read 
or imprinted ; and then when he darts the in- 
tixe thunderbolt of Anathema againſt the: Book 
of Rabardeau the Feſuite, laying, That the Sa- 
ered Congregation having maturely examined the 
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propoſitions contained in his Book, bath judged that 
there are many raſh, ſcandalous, offenſive 16 devont 
eares, ſeditious, impious, intirely deſtructive to the 
Papal Power, contrary to the tmmunities and hiber= 
ties of the Church, approaching very near 1he bere= 
fies of the Tynovators, erronous in the Faith, and 
manifeſtly heretical. 

For there is cauſe to believe, that the Pope 
conſults not his Oracle, when he aGeth a+ 
againſt it, and attributes to the famous Anthors 
of this Auguſt Society, falſines, impieties, and he- 
reſies approaching neer1hoſe of the Innovators: And 
why ſhould not the Diſciples of the Feſuiter, 
pioully believe, that it were caſe for this High 
Prieſt on theſe occaſions to have ſeen falſe viſt- 
ons, than that theſe Oracles of Doctrine and 
Truth ſhould become lyers. - 

Now me thinks theſe good Fathers ought to 
reſerve their humility, and modeſty for ſome oc- 
calion, and not call her the Little Society, when 
they tell ns, their Society 1s the Oracle of the 

Soveraign Pontife, and ſpread through the tour 
| parts of the world, Elogies that denote her of 
the greateſt grandeur, excellence and extent of 
all Societies in the Univerſe : But it may be,that 
when they fay, This Society faſtned on the breaſt 
ef the Pope, they would qualifie her with the ti- 
tle of Little, leſt men ſhould think ſhe might 
lye heavy on his ſtomack, and be a burden to 
him becauſe of her greatneſs. 
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As for what they add, that the Church loves 
their Society more than ſhe ought, or the So- 
ciety. deſerves; 'tis a modeſiy not to be approv- 
ed, for that in Truth the Church ought intirely 
to love thoſe who are not only the Reſtorers of 


the Life of Chriſt and the Apoſtles among men, A 


Society of Angels and Heroes, but are beſides 
the Oracle of Doctrine and Truth, which he 
who repreſents her Head and her Spouſe carries 


on his breaſt 3 the owes them not love only, but 


reſpe&, Truth being venerable of it ſelf, and 
the Oracles of Truth deſcrving a double Re- 
VETence. 

As tothat they 1nſinuate of purpoſe to [wees+ 
ten the Envy of other Orders againſt their So- 
ciety, That other Orders of Religion ave in the 
| Chuych, what the Manna, the Tables, and Aarons 
' Rod were in the Ark of the Covenant, and that 
' they call theſe three things, the three Oracles of 
ihe Ancient Religion, to make the Title they al- 
ſame of the Oracle of Dofrine and Truth more paſ- 
ſable and currant ; 1 fear the able perſons of 0- 
ther Orders will believe thoſe good Fathers do 
| but jear them, making them believe that theſe 
three things were ſometimes Oracles , which 
they never were, but continued ſhut up in the 
ark without uſe in the external part of religious 
Worſhip, whereas this Oracle of Judgement, 
Dotcrine and Truth was the molt auguſt and 
_ . neceſſary Ornament of the High Prieſt, without 
I which 
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which. he could not execute any fun&ion of 
Prieſt and Supream Judicature : It ſeems by 
this, that the Feſzites would reduce other Oy- 
ders of Religion, to continue locked up in their 
Monaſteries, as reliques in their Cheſts, and as 
the Mira, Tables and Rod were in the Ark , 

and keepfor themlclves all the honourable im- 
ployments of the Church which can haveno fa- 
vourable conſtruction among other Orders; moſt 
men, even thoſe who make profeſſion of piety, 
not loving to be mocked with falſe titles of ho- 
nour pretended to be given them by thoſe who 
aſlume the true and moſt illuſtrious to them- 
{elves : But though the patience and charity of 
good men of other Orders were ſufficient to-bear 
this mockery with ſimplicity, it would not ex- 
cule the malignity of the Feſwites in offering the 
Iindignity.

not very rare for men, even writers, to want 
judgement and common ſenſe ;. but whatever 
theſe good Fathers fay,they are too weltknown 
to be taken for Angcls. Yet ſince they lift up 
their voice to heaven, and affed altogether to 
compare their Society to the Church, and them- 
ſelves to the Apoſiles, and to Jcſus Chriſt whom 
they look upon as their companion, it may do 
well toadvertiſe the world how dangerous and 
Irregular their paſſion is, which makes them uſe 
ſuch extravagant expreſſions. 

They ought to remember that we cannot 
draw near to God but by humility.and that the 
way intirely to deface the {mall remainder we 
have of reſemblance with him. is, not to ac- 
knowledge our diſtance from his Grandeur, his 
Holineſs and his Goodneſs, and not to lay fuf- 
ficiently to heart that we are really meer no- 
things as he is the Soveraign Omnipotent Ef- + 
lence. 

Pride being the firft crime that corrupted An- 
vels and Men, 1s alſo the moſt deeply rooted 
in our nature ſo that there alwayes remains in 
us an inclination to defire with our firit Parents 
tobe like the moſt High, and to make our felves 
and the things we affect, Idols to be ſet up in 
the place ot God. 
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'Tis true, that ſince the light of the Goſpc}, 
there have not a ppeared where Chriſtis adorcd, 
any perſons ſo impudent-to cauſe themfelves to 
be worſhipped as Gods, or that durlt attribute 
that honour to any other man :' But we ſee a 
ſhadow of this dilorder in Chriftendome it felt 3 
for as ſoon as it falls out that we have a vertuous 
friend, becauſe we dare not make him a God 
yet this doth not reſtrain us from making him a 
Saint, and if we may be believed, the greateſt 
in Paradiſe; and if 1t lye in our power, we eX- 
tol him ſo high, that none but Chriſt ſhall be fir 
to compare with him : But this paſhon more 
ealily ſpreads in communities and fucceeds more 
happily 3 they cover it with the preſence of the 
Glory of God, promoted by publiſhing holinels, 
which is. no where ſo refplendent,as in the 
Saints : They make it their devotion, and ſub- 
zect of their zeal to commend the members of 
the Society. One Feſzite thinks he merits by

Lo here, what men the Saints of the Chwrch 
of Chriſt are! they alwayes walk in humility, in 
fear and inſelf-denial, knowing they muſt fall 
when they quit this oath 3 but the Church of the 
Feſnites 18 all perfect, and compoſed intirely of 
perſons that are perfect, there are no children 
nor imperfect ones amongſt them. they are all 
born with helmets on their heads, they are all 
Phenixes, Heroes, and men at arms, they have all 
ſtrength ſuthcient to conquer, and more wil- 
dome is neceflary to govern the world. 

- Moreover they are all Saints, and ſhall be all ſa- 
ved; they have expreſs Revelations which put it out 
of doubt, that for three hundred years, and to the end 
of the world, not one of them ſhall dye in the babit 
of a Feſuite who ſhall uot have the gift of perſ« eve- 
rauce : They are no ſooner dead, byt according to

Laſtly, having exhauſtcd all ſort of praiſes, 
and compared themſelves to Angels, to Pro- 
phets, to the Apofites, the twenty four El- 
ders inthe Apocalipfe, the Phariſees and Empe- 
rours, having applycd to themiſelves all they 
could find in Scripture, which might make for 
their Gloyy, to end all, they compare this great 
body to Chriſt Feſw himſelf, as it all other per- 
fections, but that of God-man were unworthy of 
them : They are ſtrongly poſſelt with a fancy, 
that their Company is like unto Chriſt, and that 
as there is nothing in Chrift but what is Holy, it 
follows in their imagination, that all is holy 
among them too: There is nothing fo corrupt 
in their manners, ſo extravagant in their devo- 
tion, fo falſe in their Theology, which they 
maintain not as the Sentiments of the Church. 
Many of their Divines invent fanatick opinions; 
and the Univerſities have been often obliged to 
cenſure their Authors. 2 1+. 

- But theſe Fathers perſiſt in their'principles, 

and thinking it neceffary to maintain them- | 
{clves to be infallible as-the Church, they never 
recant, and have all in their hearts what one of 
them ſometime ſtuck not to pronounce, That _ 
the opinion of a Feſwite is alwayes Catholique, 
dogma Catholicum & Feſmiticum convertuntar. 

And thus ſuppoſing alwayes this' Society to 
be, all hofy, all luminous, all perfect, without 
ſpot, without infirmity, without malady, they 

F believe | 
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&clieve it impoſſible to praiſe it exceſſively, as a 
work of God beyond all praiſe 3 and that theſe 
holy companions of Feſxs Chriſt are ſo united to 
him, that all that may be ſaid to their advan- 
tage, returns unto God. In ſogreat a meaſure 
doth he partake of all that concerns them. 
But while they admire themſelves in this: 
manuer, they perceive not the miſery of the: 
condition they are fallen into;which we cannot 
better expreſs, than to ſay, that the extream de- 
fire they have had to paſs for the wiſeſt and moſt 
1]]uminated in the world, hath rendered them 
fooliſh and ſenſeleſs, that they have loſt them- 
ſelves in their vain Ratiocinations ; that their: 
* minds and their hearts having been covered 
with darkneſs, they have transferred the ho- 
nour due only to the incorruptible God; unto. 
their Socicty full of corruption and miſery; 
and as the Pagans,having choſen for.Gods, men 
ſubject to all ſorts of paſſions and vices, were in, 
purſuance of that folly obliged to fanctihe thoſe 
diſorders3 ſo the Feſtites alwayes ſuppoling 


| themſelves Saints, take no care to purifie them- 


{e]ves from thoſe faults which are common to 
them with other men, but labour to fanGihe 
thoſe faults, in giving the greateſt vices of a Fe- 
| fuite the oolden titles of, vertue, and goednc (5; 
{o that though they are ambitious, coyetous, m- 
terefled, revengetul, as othcr men, they are {till 
miocent, for conlidering, themſclves under. no

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other notion than that of one of the moſt cxce]- 
lent works of God, they fancy that in praiting 
themſelves they but» praiſe God, that in exalt- 
ing themſelves above. the world, they do but 
eſtabliſh the Empire and Authority of Chriit, 
| that in heaping up riches and ſcraping wealth 
together all the wayes they can devile,they ſerve 

| not their intereſt, but Feſus Chriſt for as for 
them,thongh they lodge in magniticent houles;, 


and amalſs all the eftate they poſſibly can, by te- 
aaitiChes aud donations, by trafick, by borrow- 


ing money, and then proving bankrupts3 they 
pretend to be poor and alwayes without money, 
becaute they have nothing whereof they develi 
not themſelves ſpecwlatitely into the hands of Jeſus 
Chriſt. | 

As they pretend they have no enemies, but 
thoſe of God, they think it permitted them to 
oppreſs them as they pleaſe 3 and as if their 
Fpower, were as Gods, inſeparable from Juſtice, 
they never ſhew the leaſt ſcruple or repentance 
for any evil they do them who oppoſe their moſt 
wicked deligns. 

Laſtly, though ther Authors are gwlty of al- 
moſt infinite errours, and hill their books with 
leteſtable maximes, they torbear not to regard 
bem with ſuch reſpec and ſubmiſſion, as if 
hey alone were the Rule of the Truth, and as

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St. Auguſtine teaches us, that God ſerves him-

remedy is of no.uſe for the Feſwiter, thoſe re-

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in general at their weakneſs and infirmities, 
by thoſe of many who publickly fall into in- 
tamous Actions, I think it may be f{aid, with- 
out paſſing raſh Judgement, that 'tis very poſ- 
[ible that tome of them fall into {ins that oblige 
them to repentance; and that it is fo much 
the more poflible, that they are of a very great 
number, that they live without any Auſterity, 
and great liberty of converſe with all fort of 
pcople, beſides that their ordinary imploy- 
ments, their Preaching, Conftcfhon, and Clafles 
are oftentimes neer dangerous occalions of fall- 
mg into ſin; ſo that it being very probable 
[that ſome fall into thoſe precipices which all 
Fare ſo neer, *tis ſtrange, that the paſſion. they 
have for-their Glory, ſhould fo harden them 
in their Crimes, that it hath never been ſeen, 
| taat any of them that have fallen, came out 
| of that ſtate by a 'true and compleat repen- 
tance. 
| This love of Glory is ſo great amongſt them, 
Prat it hath not only made them aboliſh re- 
G "]pentance, for fear of giving any colour to think 
qjthey need it, but hath carry'd them ſometnnes 
aIf0 the doing of extreme violences, -and great 
[muttice,. for covering thole faults whereby 
& [they might receive any diſhonour and the bet= 
er to conceal them, they labour with all Ar- 
ltifice to juſtifie the perſons who have com- 
invitted them. We have an Inſtance of this __

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cels in the Theatre of the Jeſuites, p. 396: fo 
horrible that the Author durſt not report it: 
But the world knowes it by other tneans, and 
Mariana acknowledges, that it is their cuſtom, | 
when they fear the fault of any Father not yet | 
diſcovered may come” to light, to tranſport 
him preſently into another Province. And 
when ſome diſorder appears in a Superiour, | 
whoſe reputation they would maintain in the | 
world, whom notwithſtanding they dare not | 
truſt any further, they ſuggeſt to him that he 
may defire leave to go to the New World, to 
which he hath ,no ſooner conſented; Hut they 
make this forced delire paſs for an eXtraordi- 
nary zeal for the Faith, and a neceſfary banith- 
ment for an Apoſtolical mithon : And for one 
that undertakes theſe Voyages {incerely, and 
with good intentions, there are twenty which 
£0 not but upon carnal conſiderations, and be- 
come worſe after than they were before. - 

Laſtly, as they make ule of every thing for 
their Glory, they are not aſhamed to count

THis we have ſeen in the proud Image on 
the frontispiece of this book, where the So- 
Clety is repreſented as a young Virgin, though 
Inatius their founder had lived 1n the diſorder 
of a man of Warr, before his Converſion, as 
Ribadeneirs teſtifies in his life 3 arid was 4 
ſlave to the vanities. of the world, and thole 
unruly paſſions of corrupt nature, as they ex- | 
preſs it in this image of their firtt Age, and at | 
laſt of a diffolute Souldier became a Saint of 
Penitence. Whereas other Religious Societies 
in a Chriſtian humility confeſs their weaknels, I 
acknowledge their imperfe&ions, and dare not 
ſpeak of their 'vertue, though moſt of their 
Founders were really Virgins, as. we learn by I, 
their Lives, and were Saints rather. of inno- þ 
cence than;Penitence. eo : 
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On the other ſide theſe Fathers conſider not 
that when they boaſt their Society a: Virgin 
with ſo much earneſineſ(s, they give occaſion 
to ſay, that they ought to be aſhamed that

our Society alone, being perſ[waded, that it this 
pillar of publick ſafety were pulled down and

| remonies and worſhip of the Church : As this 
/ thoughts ſuitable to the good opinion the Fe 
 ſaites have of themſelves,I believe them at leaſt as 

capable of it, and all other thoughts of ſel&-con- 
. cit, and vainglory, as the worlt of thoſe Here- 
' ticks. : | 

But as to the particular animoſity between 

the Lutherans and Calvaniſts, and theſe tathers, 
all the learned know, that it procecds not trom 
an opinicn that ghey are better able to retute 
F 2 theix 
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their errours, than the Doctors of Univerkitics, 
the Biſhops and Cardinals; it being notorious 
to the world that the books of Ruard Tapper 
the tamous Doctor of Lover, of Draed). of Au- 
 gutin, $ ucchius Eugabirus a Biſhop 1n Tealy, 
and many other excellent perions of the taculty 
of divinity, and other ctmincnt Prelates arc 
ltronger againſt the Lutherans than thoſe of the 
Feſuiter, and that when compared with Saintes 
upon the Euchariſt, or Cardinal Perron againſt 
the Lutherans, the books of the Feſrites look 
like thoſe of Students or School-boys : behides 
1t comes not to pals, becauſe they of the Re- 
formed Churches think them more holy than 
othcr Orders of Religion (though they publiſh 
themſelves altogether perfect and Ramparts of 
the DcArine of Faith) tor they know as well as 
the Roman Catholicks that their ſpirit is lels 
humble, their life le{s auſtere, their knowledge 
leſs Ecclefiaftical, their charity lels patient and 
 meck, their picty leſs dif-1nterefſed, than thoſe 
of other Orders 3 but *tis becauſe the Feſir11es 
preach no other thing in their books againtt he- 
reticks, but that they ought to be exterminated 
and burnt : And that thoſe Hereticks who have 
not zeal enough to leek the Glory of talſe mar- 
tyrdom, love more the charity and gentleneſs 
ot Catholick Doctors and Biſhops, who deſire not 


the death of a ſinner Ent that they may be convertcd 


and live, than the irregular zeal of thoſe who 
; bs labour 
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labour not ſo much to convince men by Truth, 
and overcome them by Charity, as to defiroy 
them by injuries, and rune them by violent 
counſels, which they mſpire into Kings and Ru- 
Icrs againſt them.

ven, for, you ſee, they are exempt from the 
moſt ſubtill and moſt {piritual tin, which de-

that admitting their repentance, they did notÞ«. 
| aſſure them of ſalvation. But the Jeſuites areÞ«,

 folve ſinners who will nat veuchſafe to conrf«. 
 "fe(s their ſins, or if they confeſs them. they dof

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them. And leſt the validity of the Abſolution 
ſhould come into queſtion, they are furniſhed 
with revelations to confirm them. But he that 
hath care of the health of his Soul, will not 
rely on theſe broken reeds of pretended mira- 
cles, \which ſerve only to beget a falſe confi- 
dence in ſinners. And the charity of theſe Fa- 
thers, who charge themſelves ſo freely with 
the moſt horrible crimes committed by others, 
may aſſure us they have artifices to excmpt 
themſelves from repentance, as they: have de- 
vices to.cxcule others trom it.

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But the Letters PFcnts were of no uſe thi 
the Feſuites; for Boeſcot {ceing that the conti-}Þ 
nuance of the 'Warre in Germany, made the 
place not habitable, -in the year 16.44. reſigned 
the ſajd Priory into the hands of the Abbot of 
Cheſy, who beſtowed it on Paul William, a 
_ Fryer of the ftri& Obſervance of the Congregati- 
on of $. Vanne, who by the Kings Order took 
poſſeſſion thereof, and peaceably enjoyed it 
with thoſe of his Order till the 2d, of Fre, 
1651. on Which day, in purſuance of a Man- 
damus iflued from Archduke Leopold, Biſhop 
and Lord. of Strasbourg, under pretence of exe- 
cuting ſome Articles of the Treaty of peace, 
but rcally in breach thereof, the Arch-dukes 
Offers re-eſtabliſhed there ſome Feſzires ſtran- 
gers, and by force and violence outed the ſaid 
Prior and his Fryers of the reformed Order of 
St. Francis, notwithitanding all their oppoſiti- 
ons, Appeals and Proteſtations of force, which

Falſe ſurgeſtions to Pope Gregory XIII. #0. of= | 
tain a Bull of Union ofthe ſaid Priory, 
Falſe Charge of Crimes on the Prior. 


That it may the better appear, what attifi-  ! 
ces the ſaid Fathers make uſe of, tor want of ! 
1 2 right, 2 
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right, to ufurp the ſaid Prioricsz obſerve that 
in 1578. fohn Sancey being Prior of that of 
St. Valentin, they obtained trom Pope Gregory 
X111, by the procurement and Authority of 
Fobn Biſhop of Straſbourg, a Bull of Union of 
the {aid Priory, tor founding a Colledye in the 
Town of Molſheim, and that they ſhould en- 
joy it upon the hrſt vacancy upon the falſe 
ſuggeſtion that 1t was a Priory only without 
a Convent, without declaring that it depen- 
ded on France, and the Abby of Cheſy, with- 
out an information $zper commodo @* incom- 
modo, of the convenience and inconvenience, 
which according to Cuſtome onght regularly 
to have been brit exhibited, without the con- 
ſent of the Prior or his Canvent, the Abbot of 
Cheſy , the Biſhop of the Dioceſe , or of the 
" King, though all intereſled partycs. 

Theſe Feſwites being otherwiſe ſufhciently 
founded at Molſhcim, not knowing how to 
betake themſelves to execute their Bull, ſo full 
of nullities, and void Clauſes, left it dormant 
without the leaſt mention 31 years, in which 
time two vacancies incurred by the deceaſe of 
Sancey 1n 15589. and of Adrian Verd-t his Suc- 
ceſlor in 1598. which they let paſs without 
ſtirring at all, or giving the leaſt notice or 
hint of their pretenſions. So that the (aid Bull 


 . by this means lay ſuperannuate and ultleſs. 


At laſt in 1609, they pitched on an expe- 
Bros i dicnt, 
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dient, very diſagrecable to the Charity of 
Chrittians, which was, to charge with Crimes 
and infamous Calumnies Nichol,y Terr attre, 
Succeſſor to Adrian, that they might deprive 
him of his Benefice, and make ufe of this third 
vacancy for Entry. They managed this buli- 
neſs ſo dexterouſly, that by falfe reports [preat 
againſt Terraſtre, the Matter was brought to 
that paſs as to oblige the Ofhcers of the Arch- 
dukes Chamber of Eafſheim, to write about it, 
not to the Biſhop of Srrasbourg, nor the Dio- 
ce{an, but to the Abbot of Cheſy as the lawful] 
Collator, praying him to call back Terraſtre, 
and provide another of his Monks to ſucceed 
in the Priory, for preventiofi of ſcandal: To. 
give more credit to the Letter, they perfwa= 
ded Nicholas Verdot one of the Monks of the {aid 
Abby, thn reſident in the Priory, to carry it, 
who inflamed with Ambition to ſucceed Ter- 
raftre, conveyed the Acculation againſt his Su- 
periour, who without other information was 
recalled,and Yerdot ſent back Prior in his place; 
This ferves to clear what we affirmed before, 
that this Priory is Conventual, and that neither 
the Biſhop of Strasboxrz, nor his Officers had 
ever Authority over it, or took cognizance of 
any cauſe that concerned it, But that the Ab- 
bot hath the Juriſdiction in the Spiritualty, and 
right of Collatipn, and diſpoling of the Fryars, 
as the Chamber of Enſiſheim hath in the Tem-

But providence permitted not their deſigns 
\ tohave the defired ſucceſs,for Verdot ſucceeding 
in the ſaid Priory of St. Valentine filled the va- 
cancy 3 but could not efcape drinking deep in 
the bitter cup of their calumnies, more black 
and infamous than thoſe he carried againſt his 
Supcriour, whoſe innocence being at laſt clear- 
| ed and acknowledged, he was honoured with 
| thedignity of Prjor in the ſame Abby on which 
' the Priory depends, where he dicd in peace | 
\ eighty three years old : As for Ferdsr he was 
| hampered by the Feſwites as you ſhall hear here 
| aſter. 
TheFathers of Molfheim., having in vain [o- 
| licited the Przor to a Ceſſhion with offers ofa con- 
 fiderable Penſion, perſwaded Arch-Duke Leo- 
| pold as Bilhop of Sirasbourg , tO demand the 
| {aid Priory from the Pope , upon pretence he 
Would beſtow it for endowment of a Seminary, 
| (which was but imaginary yin the City of Stras- 
| bourg for reducing the Hereticks there to the | 
| Catholick Faith, which was granted according- 
ly on this falſe ſuggeſtion, together with this 
- alfo, that the Bull of union for the Colledge of 
| AMolfreim was {till in force, for that there 
1ap*. 
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happened no overture for the execution there- 
of, Neither Ceſſion nor deceaſe, notwithſtanding 
the three vacancies aforeſaid, and that the Re- 
&r of the (aid Colledge conſented to the difuni- 
m for ſo pious a work as the ereCting of a Se- 
ninary. Thus was Pope Paul the hfch ſurprized, 
who thought the ſaid ReFor the only party con- 
cerned: 

This Bull was not more null and abuſive than 
the execution wrongfull and injurious, for-the 
Feſuites concealing trom the Arch-Duke ther 
principal delign to get the ſaid Priory out of the 
bands of the Prjor,to be applyed to another Col- 
kdge of theirs newly erected in a Priory of the 
ſame Order, called St. Faithes of ten thouſand 
Liers rent in the Town of Seleſtat, and be- 
freging him- daily with conſtant importumities 
per[waded him at laft to moleſt poor Verdot as a 
criminal. A French man by: birth, and conſe- 
quently a ftranger in that Countrcy, to force 
him to reſign and quit the ſaid Privry for a Pen- 
fon, with threats, jf he diſputed it, to take it 
abſolutely from him without any allowance to 
be made him :{ But Verdor unwilling to be a 
Traytor to his Abbot, and his Conntrey by quit- 
ting his right notwithſtanding the tempeſt 
raiſed againſt him by the Fejuites to ferve their 
deſigns by a nuwltitude of crimes, whereof they 1 
accuſed him, reſolved to prevent ſhip-wrack by ? 
a prudent retreat, in hopes that time might pro-

But the Arch-Duke took the advantage by 
this occaſion to ſeize the Priory without any 
- proceſs upon pretence of beſtowing it on the 
icigned Seminary, and after endeavoured to ob- 
cain a ſentence by the Authority of the Nzyio 
of Lucerne againſt the ſaid Verdotz but the Nun: 
czo having cauſed an information to be drawr 
up againſt Yerdot for thoſe crimes invented by 
the Feſuites, could not find any ground for ſer- | 
rence of condemnation againſt him 3 ſo that he | 
continued {till titulary Prior, though. outed. un- 

1ultly. 
; His Adverſaries afterwards acknowledged 


\ . him the Legal Prior (and not an uſurper as the 


Feſuites had injuriouſly calumniated in the let- 
ters-patents ſurreptitiouſly obtained in 1638.) 
the Arch-Dake ordering them to pay him an an- 
nual penſion of one hundred and ſixty Floring, 
which amount to about three hundred Lewres, 
though he refuſed to accept it as a thing that 
; might be prejudicial to. his right, and involve 
| him alſo in the guilt of Simony. 
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The Feſwites ſecing the affair pretty well dif= | 
poſed in order to the attaining of their deſign by 
the retreat of Verdot, threw off the vizard of 
their former pretences, and plainly diſcover- -. 
ing themſelves to the Arch-Duke perſwaded 
him to apply the ſaid Przory to their Colledge of 
Seleſtat, tor its better endowment, as it he had

And though this Bull was abſolutely void by 
reaſon of the falſe ſuggeſtions on: which it was 
obtained yet by colour hereof the Feſ#ires haſti- 
ly took poſſeſſion of the ſaid Priory without any 
formality of law, eigliteen years before the va- 
Ccancy incurred by the death of Verdot in 1636. 
Theſe are the artifices, ſuch are the titles the 
Feſnites make uſe of to rob France, the Order of 
St. Benedi&, and the Abby of Cheſy of the Priory 
of St. Valentin : But *tis no wonder the Feſzites 
have ſ(arprized the Holy See by theſe tricks, 
which are ordinary with them, fince they have 
endeavoured after that to circumvent the Em- 
perour in a buſineſs of like nature,but far greater | 
importance, as will appear by the tory. 


A notable fiflion and impoſture of the Feſuites, t0 
take from the Order of the Ciſteaux Monks, the 
Abby called Aula Regia. 


Daring the laſt wars of Germany about 1644 
| *the 7eſuites of the Colledge of Pragwe remonſtra- 
| Tcd to his Imperial Majeſty, that they wanted a 
houſe of Recreation to retreſh their ſpirits 
their vacations from publick imployments and 
chat there was a little Abby called Azla Regis 
belonging to the Order of the Cifteaux about 3 
league from the City very convenient for that

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purpoſe, poſſeſſed by fix Monks only, and they 
very ill livers, diffolute, and {candalous, neg- 
| Ie&ing Divine Service, and *minding nothing 
but their divertiſement in hunting, and other 
paſtimes : Whercupon the Emperour was {ſo 
tar per{wadcd, that at laſt he deputed a Com- 
miſlary to put them into poſſeſſion of the ſaid 
Abby without requiring any further informa- 
tion. But the Commiſlary being arrived upon 
the place was not a little aſtoniſhed to hind 
there a good Abbot with threeſcore and one 
profeſt Monks, and thirteen Novices newly 1ni- 
tiated and entred in the Abby, living regularly 
and cor ftant at Divine Service, at which he _ 
was preſent, as alſo at the Common Table of 
their Refeory, though the two Feſwites ſent 
with him to take the poſſeſſion would have per 
{waded him, that they were but Countrey men 
in Monks habit, and ftragling perſons whom 
the Abbot had ſent for, after he had an inkling 
of what ſhould happen. | | 

But the Abbot having juftitied the contrary 
by Authentick Ads of all their profeſſions, the 
Commiſſary brought him'to the Emperour , 
who upon his report ſent back this worthy Ab- 
bot with honour into his Abby, whence the 
two 7eſuites prudently retained there to attend 
the refolution of the Emiperoyr were diſmiſſes!

without interruption, and now 1s poſſeſſed by. |

Records and Evidences of the Priory,the Church 
Ornaments, Plate, and other moveables of the 
houle were, conligned by: .inyentory into the- 
hands of the ſaid' Abbot and Convent who ac- 
quitted themſelves of their Charge with great 
(atisfaction to all, and pertormed their Con- 
ditions to the edifying of the Church. The Fe- 
ſuites were eſtabliſhed at Enſiſheim fifteen or tix- 
teen years fince by Arch-Duke Leopold, who had 
aſſigned them for their foundation three thou-. 
ſand Florins Annual Rent to be paid out of the 
Receipt of his Archiducal Chamber , over and 
above the Salaries of the ancient regents. ſecu- 
lar, upon condition that. they ſhould maintain 
in.their Colledge twenty two Feſzites ; but they 
not content with this allowance, though more

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being environed on all ſides with other Col- 
ledges more conſiderable, at Fotentrut, Fribourg, 
Seleftat, Molſheim and Hagwenan ;, (o that they 
| have in the ſaid Colledge but forty or fifty 
Schollars in fix Claſſes under three Regents. 

But this deſign was. not approved of by the 
Holy See, which refuſed the union, as appears 
by another letter of the Arch-Dake'ot Inſprach, 
written to Rome Decemb. 9. 1651+. on the fame 
ſubject, and to as little purpoſe. as the former 3 
nevertheleſs theſe good ſub-farmers, who fan- 
| cied that the Areh-Dukes Authority would ne- 
ver fail them, and that the Scripture meant 
them , where *tis ſaid to the Feſwites, Every 
Wl place you ſet your foot on ſhall be yours, diſpoſed of 

the Praoryas their own, FE 
; In the mean time the Abhet of Clny adver- 
W tiſed of the death of Nicoliy, beſtowed the Pri- 
ry of St. Fames on a Fryar called Guill;t, who 
T having taken poſſeſſion by Atturney, deſigned 
Ito goin perſon to eſtabliſh good Orders there, 
but both he and they who aflifted in taking the 
poſleſiion were (o frighted by the threats of the 
Teſaites, and all the Peaſants of the village ſo 
dceply fined by the Sir Derlach at their inſtiga- 
tion tor having ſuffered an entry to be made, 
that the Prior menaced with impriſonment - 
Wdurit not go further, but returned into France 3 
$0 the. Feſuizes continued as farmers.to nſurp 
Wie ncan;profits, in hopes the Arch-Deke reco-

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vering his Eſtates by a treaty of peace; would 
maintain them by abſolute Authority. But 


F. William eſtabliſhed by the Prince ot Conty, 
Vicar Generall of the Order of Clzny in Al- 


maigne, being provided of the ſaid. Priory Is 


Fuly, 1651. by the ſingle device of Gmilott, 
and authorized by the Kings Letters addrefſed 


to the Governour of the Countrcy, went upon. 
the place, took poſlefſion thereof according to 
Cuftome, the 7 of September the ſame year, and 
eſtabliſhed there a community of Reformed 
Fryars, having found the: Priory abandoned, 
and almoſt all ruined, without a Curate, with- 
out Prieſt, without Fryar, as it had continued: 
ever ſince the uſurpation of the Fefutes,though 
the Church thereof was Parochial ; AlN which:

This Artifice of F. Weinhard hath no ſmall 


relation and reſemblance to another feat which 


one of his Brethren (whoſe name for ſome rea-: 


{ons ſhall be concealed) made uſe ſoon after 
againſt a good Abbot of the Order of St. Benc- 
aict, 1n Alm4ipne, after the death of the Empe- 
rour Ferdinand the' 2d. This Father went to 
the new Emperour , and informed him of 2 

deſign 
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deſign he had to write the Life of the deceaſed 
Emperour Ferdinand the 2d his Father; but 
it was his deſire to compole a piece worthy 
the ſubject, and for that purpole to retyre in- 
to ſome pleaſant place, where he might have 
good Aire and refreſhment, and named a faix 
Abby of the Order of St. Benedid, excellently 
fſcatcd, as a place fit for his deſigns. Which 
the Emperour approving of, gave him Letters 
of recommendation to the Abbot, who made 
him all the welcome and good entertainment 
imaginable while he ſojourned there. The 
Feſuite was ſo taken with the pleaſantneſs of 
the place, that he was enamoured of it, and 
reſolved to begg it of the Emperour : Tocom- 
Epals this deſign, he made it his bufineſs, not- 
only to watch narrowly, and accurately ob- 
Eſcrve but amplifie the ſmalleſt defects and im- 
perteFions of the Fryars, and having finiſhed 
his double work, took his leave with all the 
marks of greateſt ſatisfaction from the Abbot 
and Fryars, who believed their Gueſt would 
ſerve them for the future as a powertull Advo- 
cate with the Emperour upon occaſion : The 
{ 7eſnite Arrived at Court, and having preſent- 
ed his Majeſty the Book he had compoſed of 
the life of Ferdinand the 2d, told him with 
unparalleFd ingratitude,that he had been much 
deceived in the choyce he had made of the 
place to write in, for whereas he thought it a 
Houſe 
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Houſe of Religion , he found it a Houſe of. 
candal and debauchery, and had ſeen exam- 
ples of a moſt diffolute lite amongſt men pro- 
teſling Religion, but having nothing of it but} 


| the habit. That his Majetty' was obliged in 


Conſcience to remedy it ſpeedily. The good 
Emperour an{wering, that dilorders mult be 
reformed : The Feſwite replyed; that theſe dil- 
orders were arrived at {uch excc(s, that he faw 
no other remedy but a total expultion of thole | 
debauched Monks; and that if his Majcliyf 
pleaſed to give the Society the management Þ 
of it, ſuch good Order ſhould be taken that the 
Change would quickly appear. The Empe-F 
rour taking this for a fit means to gratihe and 
reward the work of this Author, granted his 
requeſt: And it was reſolved in Councel that 


all thoſe Monks and their Abbot ſhould avoidÞÞ: 


the place within eight dayes, and leave it to the 
Feſuites, Ts 
Another Abbot of the Order who by good 
Fortune was by the Councel immediately dit- 
patched an exprefs to the poor Abbot, to ad- 
vertiſe him of the Reſolution raken againſt him, 
The affair being communicated in rhe Chap-'J* 

ter (as uſual) it was concluded that the Abbot 
accompanyed with one of the ableſt of his 

Monks ſhould go to Court, to ſcek a remedy 
for this misfortune, and to prevent their total 
xuine, When they preſeated themſelves to the 
' Empe- 
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Emperour, they found him ſo prepoſſeſs'd, that 
he preſently reje&ted them, telling them his 
word was engaged,and he could not revoke tt : 
The Abbot bethought himſelf of this Expedi- 
ent; he beſought his Majelty to be gracioully 
pleaſed, that he might at leali defend his Caule 
by a publique diſpute 3 which was granted him, 
and the diſpute continued three daycs fucceſ- 
fively. The Feſwite, who maintained the part 
of tke Society, and flattered the Emperour by

If the ReQor of Exſfheim plaied his part well! 
in gaining entry into the Priory of St. Fames of 
Veldbach, the Jeſter of Fribourg in Breſgau 
uſed no leſs artifice to ſeize that of St. Morand, 
while Alſat#a was yet under the houſe of AJ 
ſtria., for though two onely of the Socteyſ 
were by the favour of the Arch-Duke introduF] 
ced there about 1623. under pretence of Cate 
chiſing and hearing the confeſſions of the neigh- 
bourhood and Pilgrims frequent in that placs |

Though the means uſed by the Feſwites to | 
uſurpe the Priry of St. Morand were unworthy | 
of men of Religion and of Chriſtiaxs, yet thoſe 
whereby they inſinuated themſelves into the | 
Abby of Nyſtre Dame des Ermiites in Swizzer- 
land are more baſe and villanous : The ſtory 1s | 
fo common in that Countrey, that every. one | 
knows it. This Monaſtery is a ſtately Abby * 
tne: 
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the Order of St. Benedict, very famous, the beft 
regulated, moſt reformed, and populous of a} 
Germany, having ordinarily forty or fifty Monks 
all imployed and wellskilled 1n the Scicnces of | 
Phyloſophy, Theology, and Caſes of Conſcience, of | 
200d abilities of Preaching, Catechiſing and Con - * 
feſion, which they exerciſe conſtantly, and the 
Divine Service performed to a perfection pro- 
portionable to the wiſhes of the moſt Devore : 
The Feſwuites nevertheleſs took the ſame pre- 
tence of Preaching and Confeſſion to get in thi- 
ther as at St. Moands, with this difference.that 
at St. M:rands they made uſe of the fecular Au- 
thority of the Arch-Duke onely , but for this 
Abby they bad recourle to the Holy See, and ſur- 
prized the Pope, informing him moſt falſly,that 
the Church of the {aid Abby, which is renown» 
ed for miracles and multitudes of Pigrims, ree 
ſorting thither from all parts to pay their vows 
to the Bleſſed Virgin was very ill ſerved, the Pil- 
rims 11] inſtructed, and little ſatisfied, and that 
it would be very expedient to ſettle there ſome 
perſons capable to exerciſe this Holy Miniſtry, 
being almoſt incompatible with a monaſtick 
protefſion; and offering to ſacrifice their per- 
lons to that Labour if his Holineſs thought fit 
to imploy them. The Pope who diſcerned not 
the hooke hid under this A pretence,diſpatch- 
ed a Brieve to the Abbot, commanding him to 
receive into his houſe {1x Fathers of the Feſuizes 
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| Capable and appointed to afliſt and caſe the Fry- 
ars of his Order in that Holy Exerciſe, with Or- 
der tocntertain them inall things according to 
their protcflion. 

Though the Abbot received and made them 
welcome, yet he miſtruſted them, and ap- 
prehended he danger he ſaw himſelf ſuddenly 
and unexpectedly fallen into : This made him 
Aſſemble from all the neighbouring places ſuch 
perſons both Religious and Secular, whom he 
accounted molt Judicious, To conſult with them 
how t» ſecure himſelf againſt theſe dangerous ſpies; 
The Reſolution was, That an ample information 
| ſhowld bedrawn wp in good form of the ſtate of the 
| Abby, theimployment of the Menks, and Celeb z- 
' pion of Divine Service, and that it ſhould be ſent t9 
the Pope, to diſ-abuſe and undeceive him, which 
was accordingly done : And the Pope thereupon 
immediately ſent a ſecond Brzeve, in revocation 
of the former, commanding the Feſui:es to re- 
tire to their Colledges , and leave the Beye- 
difines to continue their ſpiritual haryelt in the 
fields of the Church. 


Corruption of Judges by preſents. 


| The Refoy of the Feſuites of Fribourg refolv- 
ed to retain if poſſible the ſaid Priory of St. Mo- 
rand, bethought himſelf beforehand of means 
moſt unworthy a man of Religion, and a Chri- 


flian, 
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| Rtian, to ſecure what he had unjuſtly obtained : 
To this purpoſe he was fully determined at 
what price foever to gain the Auditor-General 
being Soveraign Fudge at Briſach, to thar fide, | 
| and to corrupt him by bribery trom doing Ju- | 
ſtice to the adverſe party, engaging him to his 
power to favour the uſtrpation of the Feſuites, 
never minding the {candal would be given this 
heretick , (being one of the ſabtlett amongſt 
them) and to other men of Religion when it 
ſhould appear, that a Refior of the Fcſuites who 
would be thought the flower and cream of 
Chriſtianity was guilty of an iniquity ſo hamous, 
as to endeavour by preſents to ſhake the con- 
ſtancy of a Fudge, and {way him from his duty 
who ought td be inflexible : But the Re&or who 
| valued not ſuch conkiderations, made the Fxdge 
a preſent of a Chriſtal Veſſel to oblige him to 
maintain them in their uſurpation of St. Mo- 
rand : This 1s clear by a letter in Latine , the 
Original whereof was ſhortly after tound in the 
ſaid Monaſtery, ſigned by the Fefuite Gebhardus 
Deminger, and addreſſed to F. Gaſpard Schiez, 
Rector of the So-tety of Feſus at St. Mana, 
dated Fwly 27.1651. containing among others ' 
theſe expreſs terms,as may appear by the whole 
letter intirely recited 1n the faid memorial of 
Paul Willizm, Viz. Herz & hodie rationes con- 
get, eaſque cras De ro'ente Briſacum ipſe feram. 
E: ut D. Aud;torem nobis faventem efficiam cry- 
R 3 ſtallinum 
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ftallinum mecum feram poculum decem dutatorum, 
aff abre hic elaboratum. ad eundem nobis devincien- 
dum, 1. e. Yeſterday and this day L have collect- 
ed reaſons, (for the trengthning of our Caule) 
which God willing to morrow I will carry to 
Briſach; and that we may have the Auditor our 
friend and oblige him to us, I ſhall preſent hima 
veflel of Chryſtal of ten Ducates value, and cu- 
roully wrought. 

In a word, this Lutheran Auditor to the ut- 
molt of his Power, favoured the 7eſuites in their 
uſurpation 5 but the Kings Orders, and the Ju« 
ftice of the Benedidins Cauſe prevailed and ob- 
liged the Governour to perfer the intereſles of 
the Crown of France to the pretenſions of the 
Feſuites, and not permit the alienation of Mo- 
ualtcries to the profit of ſtrangers; ſo that they 
were forc'd to reſtore them to the antient aud: 
cg! polleiſors.

At 
the ſame time they held an Afﬀembly of ſeveral: 
Redors with their Secular Council at the vil--_ 
lage of Hirſingen, a league from St. Famer, and: 
St. Morands,and having invited the Dean of the 
place to dinner, they preſented him for the firſt 
courſe an Act to lign, drefſed after their man- 
ner, to teftifie that they had been expelled the: - 
faid Priory of St. Myrand injuriouſly and by: | 
violence : But the Dean being a man of ho- 
nour, and reſolute, anſwered, He c9u#- 72t 16 
ftifie a maiter whereof} he had no kno (edge, and 
that the repIYt 2945 ON tbe contrary, tha: be) had 
defired the Souldiers to come, and maar 151i drink;

carry their complaints to the Court of Frances: 
Thc information taken by the. new Nzncio dif>- } 
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covered nothing more than the fictions, the ar- 
tihces and malignity of the Feſrizes : But the 
voyage of F. Grandmont to Paris took effect, fo 
having by the mediation of F. Parlin then con- 
 fetfor to the King, repreſented to his Majeliy 
all the falfities of advantage to their Cauſe, as 
that the Feſwites were expelled the ſaid Priories 
unjuſtly and by force, contrary to the terour of 
the Treaty of Peace, and in prejudice of the 
Canonical Union of the ſaid Priories to their 
Colledges., they obtained Orders by ſurprize 
for their re-eſtabliſhment without hearing the 
other fide, in confidence to have them executed 
blindfold, and that it they were once eſtabliſh- 
e£d by the Authority of the King no man durft 
moleſt them for theſe two Priorzes, or that of St. 
Vilentin, to which they would with equal boJd- 
neſs and falſhood aver, that they had been re- 
ftored in purſuance and exccution of the Treaty 
of Peace.

| As ſoon as F. Grandmont had the Kings Let- 
| fers, one for M. de ls Barde Ambaſladour in 
* Smizzerland, and the other for M. de Cvoarle- 
| pars Commander at Briſuch, he ſent to F. Schor- 
yer the Provincial to ſuperſede his demands 
trom the Emperour, and DO to the Pope, 
tor 
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for that he had obtained letters from the King 
for their re-eſtabliſhment 1n the Prioy/er in que- 
{tion : This appears by Cardinal Colonnas An- 
{wer of the 5th March 1652. to the Letters of 
the Emperour and the Arch-Duke : But the Fa- 
ther, though he thought the Orders would be 
executed without taking any cognizance of the 
Cauſe was deceived in his account z tor neither 
the Governour nor the Ambaſladour judged it 
in their power to obey them tor many reaſ(ons 
both of State and of Law 3 declaring frankly to 
the Feſuites that they were willing to fſcrve 
them 3 and that the Letters were very good, 
but their Cauſe worth nothing. 

This obliged the three Rectors to reaſſume 
their hr{t courſe, and continne their purſuic in 
the Court of Rome by the tavour of the Empe- 
rour, to procure from the Pope a confirmation 
of the Union of theſe three bunefices artihcially 
{uggeited 1n all their addreſſes : Bat the fuccets 
here proved worie than in France : For the Pope 
judicioultly rctuled 1t, telling them, that 1t they 
had ſuch an-Union as they pretended,they need- 
ed no confirmation, and to grant one wrre to 
dcrogate irom the Authority ot the Holy See. 

To omit nothing that artihce or ambition 
could ſuggeſt, they had recourle at lait to the 
I mperial Dict at Razsbonne, where they made a 
vrcat noile, complaining loudly, but taliiy; that 
they were outed of the Primies of Sts Mora, 
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and: St. Fames againſt Right, and were trou- 
bled and difiurbed in.their poſſeſſion of St. Va-. 
_ denttines 18 prejudice of the Treaty of Peace, and 
the. Canonical Union obtained from the Holy 
S$ee.

That which is molt lamentable, 1s, that while 
they were in poſſeſſion of the three Prjories of 
St. Fames, St. Morand, and St. Valentin they 
tc nothing intire but what reſpe&t hindered 
them to demoliſh, or intereft obliged them to 
preſerve. And thcy who ſo often pretend (to. | 
the injury of others) that the Divine Serrice 1s | | 
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i1! managed or neglected, and objed againſt 
ther great impertections and diſorders in their 
manners, as grounds for their uſurpation, and 
account them Canonical Titles tor intruding 
into the Rights of other men ought to have 
been confounded for thele real enormities, 
which though committed by them , they have 
the unpudence to own 11 the face of the world 
tothe {candal of Chriſtzanty. = 

You have heard before, that upon their en= ' 
tring St. Morand they demoliſhed the Cloylter, 
and cauſed the materials to be conveyed to St. 
Ulrich. 

At St. Valentines, every one knows that they 
changed into a hey-houle and ftable for the | 
Arch-Dnkes horſes, a fair and large Hoſpital 
magnificently built, and with extraordinary 
charge by D. John $ ancey the Benedifine Privat 
the gate of the Monatlery for receiving and 
lodging poor Pilgrims and that they diflipated 
and imbezelled the Reliques, and a quantity of ? 
Plat: and Ornaments which the Priors had pro- 
vided by their frugality. 

| But the Privy of St. Fames of Veldbach, 
though lct them in good condition, and at a 
great undervalue in the Rent,fared worſt of all, 
and was uſed with leaſt reſpect as ſituate in a 
village where they held themſelves at liberty to 
act thoſe abuſcs which in Cities and great 
Towns they durit uot attempt, for they not only 
permitted 
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permitted the Dormitory of the Fryars adjoyn- 
ing to the Church, and the Founders Chappel, 


belide the High Altar, to decay and run to 
ruine, but pulled down the Steeple, and threw 


great picces of timber on the Founders Tombs, 
which were in the middle of the Quire, and 


by this Barbariſme broke all to pieces : Thus 


they demoliſhed part, and ſpoyled the refidue

ther Priory of the ſame Order, called Majzere 
Ctormerly famous for Filgri mage 1 the Coun- 


| trey) to the great {candal "of the Hereticks, wno- 


carcfully maintajn and preſcrve their Churches, 


and. 
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and to the great regret of the Countrey adja- 

ent, who deplored the profanation, to ſee the 
material&of the Houle of God 1mployed to re- 
pair the houſes,Barns and Stablcs ot a Farmer, ſo 
that there remained no lign of a Priory, nor 
any thing, elfe but a plain Farm. 

| Such is the condition to which the Feſwites 
reduce the benefices they uſurp, whereof they 


"conſider nothing but the revenue, beginning 


alwayes as ſoon as they enter them. to aboliſh 
the Divine Service, and all thoſe marks which 
might make it appear, they once belonged to 
the ancient Orders of Religion, without any 
regard to the intention of the Founders, nor 
the Charges they impoſed, which is the Feſui= 
tical way to promote the glory of God. 


Their taking away Evidences and Regiſterss 


Another Detriment and injury done by the 
7eſnites to theſe three Priozies, tor which the 
Priories were obliged to {cek their remedy in 
the Great Councel, was their taking away the:

For the. Feſmites of the Colledges of Novices 

at Nancy bave 4o years ſince uſed the like pra- | 
| Ctice againſt the Friars of Se707, of the Order of 
\ St. BenediC in Lorratn, when the Abbot of St. 
* Vanneof Verdun having given them the Lord- 
ſhip of Barbonzille, being a dependant on his 
Abby, charged with the ancient rent of 22 
quarters of Corn to the Abby of Sexon, they 
craftily embezled all the Evidences they could 
I1ght on, that made mention of that duty And 
when the Fryars of Sexon {cnt to demand the 
Rent as accuttomed, the Feſuites who thought 
all the Evidences that concerned that duty were 
{ſafe in their hands, pretended ignorance, and 
refuled payment, telling the demanders, they 
thought nothing due. A fijt was thereupon 
commenced in the CouncclLot Lorrat:, and the . 
Fryars for want of their Evidences to make out 
their title, were caſt. But {ome years after the 
reformation of the ſaid Abby, the rctormed 
Fryars made fo diligent fearch, that they tound

We have cauſe to believe, that on the fame 
dclign the Rectors of the three Colledges of 
Seleſtat. Exſifheim, and: Fribourg, carryed away 
the Deeds and Evidences of the three Priories 
above-mentioned z And when the -Priors of 
the BenediTines ſought reititution by Law, it 1s 
incredible how many artifices and petty togge- 
ryes they uſed to detain them, 

To give an in{tance, when they {aw them- 
ſe}ves preſſed by the Benedigines to reſtore them, 
they procured a prohibition from the Privy 
Counce], to prevent proceedings 1n the infert= 
our Courts, interdicting the ordinary Judges 
the cognizance of the Cauſe: The Councell 
being thus intirely poſſeſſed of the Cauſe,at the 
in{tawce of the Feſuites , the Prince of Conty, 
and the Abbot ot Neſmond interpoſed in behalt 
of the Benedifines, the former as Generall of 
the Order of Clzny, the later as Abbot of Cheſy 
and Collators of the Priories: The Feſ#ites 
hereupon fearing their ſucce(s in the Councel, 
while the matter depended there, provey

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the Benedicfine Priors at the ſame time both at 
Rome and Briſach; and obtained of 'the Audi- 
tor Generall at Brifſach, whom we {pake of be- 
fore, a {cqueſtration of the Priories of St. F ame; 
and St. Morand, without any form of Jultice, 
and without hearing or ſummoning the De- 
tendants. And at Rome they procured a Mo-

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Bulls without prefident, and eontrary to the Canons 
and Councels of the Church. An Arreſt in fa- 
vour of the Benedictines againſt the Jeluites, 


We muſt not forget ſome remarkable things 
to be obſerved in the Bulls the Fefites obtain- 
cd for the three Priories {poken of before : for 
beſides the falſe ſuggeſtions, nullities and ob- 
reptions whereof they were full, which inch- 
ned the BerediGires to procure and produce 
Duplicates thereof againſt the Feſ#ites, and be- 
ſides the expreſs proviſion in fome of them, 
that they ſhould not operate to the wrong or 
prejudice of any, tiey were moſt abufively and 
maliciouſly framed in two points : 1. In that 
contrary to all forms and preſidents, they gave 
power to the Jeſuites to take poiltſhon of the 
ſaid Benctices by their proper Authority, with= 
out obſerving the ordinary formalities requi- 
lite in ſuch caſes, and that contrary to the Ca- 
nons and the Councels of Conftaxce, of Late- 
ran, of Chalcedsn, and others, they made ahlie- 
nation of Eſtates without conſent of the par- 
tics, united ſeveral Benetices fituate in divers 
Dioceſecs, and ſuppreſſed Monaſteries and Be- 
netices Conventual, which ought to remain to 
perpetuity : 2.

takes away all caule of wonder why the ]e- 
luites were alwayes loth te produce them, as 
knowing they could ſerve tor nothing more 
than to diſcover their Artifices and Dcceits, 
the clearer, though notorious enough to the 
world already, upon other occaſions. 


And now, none can think it ſirange that | 


after ſo many ſhifts and tricks of petty fogge- 
ry, they were at laſt wholly defeated, and tor 
ever debarred of their, pretenſions to the Prio- 
ries in queſtion, by Arreſt of the Kings Councet, 
the Judicial part wiicreot, and the ſentence is 
here tranſcribed, but the proceedings purpoſe- 
ly omittcd, for'that they are herein before ſuc- 
cinctly reported, and may be fſcen at large in 
the Printed Memoriall we mentioned often. 


The Arreft of the Privy Councell. 


TJ H: King in bis Councel giving fFudgement 
and doing right in the ſaid Cau'e, hath main- 
tained and kept, and doth maintain and keep the 
ſaid Fryar Paul William 33 tbe poſſeſſion aud en- 
Joyment of the ſuid Priories of $t. Valentine of 
* Ruffach, and St. James of Veldbach, and the 
ſaid Fryar Bcnedidt Schwaller in the poſſeſſion 
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and enjoyment of the ſaid Priory of St. Morand : 
Forbidding and prohibiting the Demandants (the 
Jeſuites) and all others to trouble or moleſt them in 
this behalf, and ordering the Sequeſtrators to deli- 
ver the p:ſſeſion into the hands of the ſaid William. 
And having done riyht upom the demands re- 
ſpefiively made by the ſaid parties for reſtitution of 
the Reltues, Ornaments, Ewidences, Moveables, 
and other things that were heretofore in the ſaid 
Priortes, bath ordained and ordains, that the par- 
tics within two months joyn iſſue in the ſame, and 
debate them at large, bef.re the Sicur De Bauſſan 
Intendant in the Countrey of Alſatia, and that the 
ſaid Sicur De Baufſan ſhall aſſiſt and further the 
execution of this Arreſt, which ſhall be execuied not- 
withſtanding any opp ſition or Appeals whatſoever. 
Tet ſo as the ſaid Appeals ſhall not be barred oy pre- 
judiced hereby, but in the mean time the parties 
are to proceed to execution, which fhall not be de- 
layel by wertue or colour of any Appeal whaiſoever. 
And his Majeſty reſerves unto himſelf and his 
Eowncell, the cognizance and determination of any 
Appeal that ſhall or may happen to be made in this 
cauſe, which Appeal ſhall be proceeded in ſummarily. 
without the nſnal formality of Suits.

1629. ordained, That all the Abbies, and other 
Eſtates Eccleſiaſtical which had been uſurped from 
the Catholicks by the Proteſtants againſt the Arti- 
cles of the Treaty of Paſlau in 1552. ſhould be re- 
ſtored to thoſe to whom they belonged according to 
their foundations. In purſuance of which Edi& 
he ſent Commiſſioners throughout the Empire 
to ſee it executed, and publithed other particu- 
lar Edicts in fayour of St. Benedif the Ciſteaux, 
NU and others. 

As there's nothing more juſt than to reſtore 
every. one what belongs to him, ſo this Edi& of 
the Emperour was highly approved by the Pope 
who writ an expreſs Briet to the Emperour, To 
teſtifie bis joy, and that of the whole Confiftory of 
Cardinalls for this re-eſtabliſhment of the Clergy , 
and the Fryars inthetr eſtates. 

The Emperour at the ſame time writ to: his 
Ambaſſadour at Rome the Prince of Savelli the 

$ 14th of April 1629. the reaſons of his Edict, 

which were, That he was of opinion he could uot 

have done any thing more profitable, and conducing 
to the good of Religion in Almaigne, then to take 
 Pſuch courſe that the Religious Orders might flouriſh 


again, which had been heretofore the firm pillars 


\ Piberecf : that prrſuant to this deſign be had order- 
_ Be@ by bis dutherity Imperial, that the Abbies, and 
2 other 
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other places Cquſecrate to Religion, which bad been 

profaned by the iniquity of the times, or converted to 
'. other uſes ſhould be reſtored every one to the Order to 

which they belonged, as being Cenſecrate thereto 

from their firſt foundation, and not to another. He 

ſent him afterwards a more ample inftructjon' 

of the 25 of Ofob. the ſame year wherein he! 

pives fix principal reaſons of his Edict. 
| The Feſuites extremely nettled and perplex-' 
ed, that they had no ſhare in this reſtitution to 
the Ancient Orders, conſulted among, them- 
ſelves how to enrich their Society with other

- make uſe, according to their cuſtom, of the 
credit their Father Lancorman had in the Court 
of the Emperour Ferdinand the 2d, whoſe 
Confeſſor he was.

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but what concerned the intereſt of their Or-. 


ders; F. Lamormam \ccing them leave the 
Court, preſently ſuggeſted to his friends, and 
gave out in Speeches, That theſe two Abbots 


had made a voluntary Ceflion of ſeveral Ab- 


bies to the Society: And on this fiction, 
(whereof he wasafterwards convicted by pub- 
lick and authentick Acts ) hegrounded a Me- 
morial, which he preſented to the Emperour, 
deliring that in purſuance of the voluntary 
Cefſion of theſe two Abbots, his Imperial Ma- 
jeſty would tend Commiſhoners into ſeveral 
Provinces of the Empire, to put the Society in 
poſſeflion of thoſe Abbies. Having by this 
means ſurprized the good Prince and his Coun- 
cell, who took this Impoſture for truth, they 
obtained Letters addreſſed to the Commiſſa- 


rics Generall of the Circles, to three Provin- 
*cials of the Socicty, and to the Generals of the ' 


Imperial Army , the Duke of Frieſland, and 
Count Til , forthwith to {cqueſter the ſaid

All the world was aſtoniſhed, fayes learned 


F. Hay, at this ſudden and unjuſt Change of 


the Emperours former Orders, not knowing 
what cauſe could poflibly incline this Prince to 
Revoke fo ſoon his publick Edi& for reſti- 
tution of theſe Abbies to the ancient Orders, 


| Which had bcen ſo highly commended by the.

But the Feſuites raiſed a report, that this 
Change proceeded from the voluntary Cefſion 
 ” the two Abbots had made of their Abbies in

- Abbots were obliged to make a ſolemn prote- 

fiation againſt this notorious fallhood, both 
by Letters to the Confeſſor, and by publick 

Aas, inſiſting that they had not fo much as 

thought of a promiſe to conſent to the tranila- 

tion of their Abbyes to the Feſuites, nor had 
any power ſo to do. And a famous Benedidtine, 
who was of the Emperours Councell, and crea- 
ted at that time Biſhop and Prince of Vienna, 
' being brought in asa witneſs by F. Lamorman, 
declated the quite contrary to what the Fe- 
ſues alleadged, as appears by a writing re-' 
ported by F. Hay.

The common expericnee, that the Feſwites| 
once engaged in a lye, wall not eaſily unſay 1, 
was conhrmed by an inftance in the preſent! 
aftair 5 tor all theſe AG's and ſolemn proteltar 
trons could not hinder them from continuing 
the ſpreading of this Impcfture, even by Priof 
e 
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ed books. But ſeeing their fictions and falſfi- 
ties diſcovered, they reſolved for maintaining 
their unjuſt ufurpation , openly to confront 
and attaque the Edict of the Emperour, and 
the right of the ancient Orders: This they did 
by two Writings, wherein the Emperours in- 
ſtrudtions to his Ambaſiadour at Rome, ſuitable 
to his Edict executed already in ſeveral Ab- 
byes, whereof the Monks of the Order of St, 
Benedid, and others were in poſſeſſion, were 
cenſured and diſhonoured, as containing Things 
contrary 70 Truth, the holy Canons, and Immunt- 
zyes Eeclefiaſtical, and the Emperour himſelf 
charged to have exceeded his power in the re- 
{titution of thele Abbyes to their ancient Or- 
ders. But ſeeing that all the Minitters of State of 
the Emperours Councel had diſcovered the arti- 
fice of the Confeſſor, and oppoſed their unjutt 
pretenſions, they changed the Scene, and plyed 
 amain their intrigues at Rome,and beſides their 
private ſolicitations publiſhed a Bodk entituled, 
Remarques in the Cauſe of Eftates Eccleſiaſtical, 
and Monaſteries ſuppreſt in Almaigne: And } 
though F. Layman their Caſuilt at Dilingwe _ 
Jultifcs and highly commends this book, call 
ing the Author , An iuſtrious perſon, and 8 
_ Divine well informed of the affairs of Almaigs , 
though he durſt not own him a Feſuite 3 yet 
"tis incredible how it ſlanders and vilifies the

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what odium it caſts on them, as having at- 
tempted againſt the Pontifical Authority by 
the reſtitution of theſe Abbyes to the lawtull 
owners: For (faith the Author) yox are to ob- 
ſerve firſt of all, that the deſign of the Councel Ing- 
perial is abſolutely to debarr the Pope from ba- 
- ving any part in the reſtitutiin of the Caibaligue 
Religtin in Aimaigne : This is evident, in that 
the Emperour publiſhed his Edid fer reſtitution of 
Ecclefiaſt ical Eſtates, without acquainiing ihe Pope, 
or taking bis advice to whom to reſtore them. This 
Counſel tends not only t1 exclude the P:je from 
the Re-eſtabliſhment, but 10 ſhake off the yoke of 
the Apoſtolick Furiſdiftion throughout the Empire: 
And the reaſon why this Councel doth with ſq 
much temerity and impiety attaque the Holy See, 
7s that there are in it ſome perſons ill affefied 10 
. the Apiſtolical Chaire, ſome who a5 meer Politiquee, 
to ingraitate themſelves with iheir Prince by flat- 
tery, labour the exaltation of bis Authority in af 
things > And ſome perhaps who under a Vizard of 
Catholique profeſſion are Heretichs in thetr hearts : 
And a for the Abbot of the Monaſtery of Cre- 
mounſter, of the Order of $t. Benedict, and of 
 #he ſaid Councel, be is a man full of pride: Who 
nevertheleſs for bis merits and ſufficiency was ſoon 
after promoted io the Dignity if Prince and Biſhop 
- ef Vienna. 
. See here, how the Conncel Imperial by a 


fudden Mctamorpholis is from Catholick nar 
: | c 
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ed Schiſmatick, and an enemy to the Holy See, 
as ſoon as the Jeſuites have diſcovered that 
Juſtice had a ftronger influence over the ſpirits 
of theſe Miniſters of State to maintain what 
the Emperour had ſo religiouſly ordained by 
his Edict than their Solicitations for accom- 
modating themſelves with other mens Eſtates. 
Two books were about the fame time pu- 
bliſhed in defence of the rights of the Anci-' 
ent Orders; whereupon the Jeluites gave 
charge to their F. Layman, who had former- 
ly written a book on this ſubject , intituled 
Placida Diſceptatin, to imploy his pen againft 
the two Books, and handle them (which he 
did) as infamous Libels Becauſe the Authors 
approved not of the Jeſuites intentions to take 
away the Abbyes from the ancient Orders, but 
had refuted thoſe injurious ſuggettions and 
fallities they made uſe of to that purpoſe and 
becauſe the Jeſuites would have uſurped other 
mens Eſtates, without incurring the infamy in- 
{eparable from an uſurpation fo unjuſt, and fo 
violent as theirs : The Jeſuite entitles his book, 4 
The juſt Defence of bis Hlineſs the Pope of Rome,, © 
His Imperial Majeſty, the Cardinals of the boly 
Roman Church, the Biſhops, Princes, and others, 
and alſo , Of the little Society of Feſus + This 
the learned and pious Benedictine F. Hay, 
ſhew:, by an excellent book intituled, Aſtrum 
wextinum, which he oppoſed to that of the 
| L 3 Jeſuite, 
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Jeluite, to be the moſt ſhameful illuſton and 
mockery that ever appeared for that inſtead 
of defending theſe powers it formally queſtions, 
and oppoſes an Imperial Edi& approved by the 
Pope, and Colledge of Cardinals by an expreſs 
Brief, as well as by all the Biſhops, Princes of 
Almaigne, And that the thing he really main- 
tained, though very weakly, was the Little So- 
ctety of Jeſus, which he repreſented as lo great 
and neceſſary for the Church, that he feared 
not to affirm, That God bad not ſufficiently provis- 
ed for the Church, if having eſtabliſhed all other 
| Orders of Religion, theirs onely had been want-

T. They would have made the Pope believe, 
That all thoſe Abbies were ſuppreſt > and that the 


Eſtates were vacant. i. C. ſuch as bad no owner. 
That the Emperour or Pope might diſpoſe of 
them at their pleaſure Declaring, ſometimes 
that-it belonged to the Emperour to give them 
with the approbation of the Pope, and ſome- 
times that xc belonged only to the Pope io be- 

| {OW 
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ftow them as devolved to him by a fpecial and 
particular right, upon deſign, that of thele two 
Powers that ſhould be adjudged to have moſt 
right, which they by their intrigues and infi- 
nuations ſhould render moſt inclinable to give 
them theſe Abbics, 

But this erroneous illufion was ſolidly refuted 
as contrary to the Laws Civil and Canon by 
the Benedeins, who juſtified by the Authority - 
of the Eccleliaftical Laws, and by preſidents 
both ancient and modern of above thirty fa- 
mous Abbies, as that of Mownt-Caſſin, S. Maur 
in Anjox, and others, that Abbies poſleſled and 
deſtroyed by forraign enemies when recovered, 
were alwayes reltored to their proper Orders. 
That it was an unheard of pretence, that the 
ſole violence of the hereticks founded only on 
the force of Armes ſhould operate fo as to cauſe 
theſe Abbies to be adjugded ſuppreſt 3 and that 
it would appear very unjuſt, if re-entring their 
Abbies they might not of right ſay with the 
Maccabees ; We have not poſſeſſed our ſelves of @ 
ftrange land, nor are we entred npou the Eſtates of © 
others but by the benefit of the Revolution of time, | 
we reſume the poſſeſſion of the heritage of our Fa= * 
thers, which bath for mn been injuith uſurped | 
by our Enemies.

Though theſe Abbies had been adjudged to 
the Religious Orders by an arreſt of the Court 
Imperial of Spire, and the Edict of the Em- 
pcrour approved by the Pope; yet thele good 
Fathers who ſtick not to exalt themſelves above 
tie Emperonrand the Pope had the boldneſs to 


publiſh in print, That this affair was of the num - 


ber of thoſe, whererf we are t0ſay, that they paſs 
only by way of ſufferance and tolleration, which if 
weighed in the ballances of judgement are incou- 
fitent with the Rales of Fuitice, whereby they 
 _ would impoſe on us a belief, that the re-eſta- 
\ bliſhment of the Fryars in their Abbies, that is, 
the plain execution of the Laws of Nations and 
Nature was an jntollerable abuſe; and that on 
the contrary the moſt unjuſt uſurpation of other 


Mens Eſtates, which the Feſuites in their hopes 


had already devoured was pure juſtice,and moſt 
unqueſtionable right. 

But there's nothing of greater wonder than 
the extravagant Anſwers they made to the 1n- 
vincible Arguments and Reaſons of the Fryars. 
In vain did the Benedi@ines object to then the 
expreſs texms of the Emperours Edict, and the 
' Orders he had {ent his Commiſlaries Graeral

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for execution, viz. Our pleaſnre is, that the Ab- 
bies poſſeſſed againſt the Treaty of Paſlau, and the 
Pgace for regulating the ſtate of Religion, which 
bave been #0 this time unjuſtly detained, be ſturren- 
dred and reſtored by vertue of this our Edit Impe- 
rial, to ſuch perſons of the Religious Orders to whom 
they belonged, before the ſaid unjuſt d:tention;for the 
Jeluites with an uncommceivable boldneſs made ar.- 
ſwer, that there was not one word to be found in 
hi Imperial Majeſties Edi, which imported that 
the Abbies ought to be reſt:red to the Orders for 
which they had been f:unded;, and to maintain 
this talſe and ſtrange aſſertion, they bethought 
themſelves of a grols i]lution, which tends only 
to make the Emperours Edict ridiculous, For, 
(ſay they) the pleaſure of this Prince was, that 
reſtitution ſhould be made of the Ablzes to the ſame 
individual perſons to whom they belonged before they 
were poſſeſſed by the Lutherans,which is in effect, 
That the Emperour had ſent his Commiilaries 
to make reliitution of the Abbics, to perſons 
dead and interred forty or fifty years before,and 
not to the Religious Orders, which in that they 
never dye were capable of the benefit of the 
pious intentions of the Emperour, 
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& and 5, Imprftures; That the Jeſtites were per- 
ſons proper to poſſeſs the Abbies, and comprehend- 
ed under the name of Monks. J 


In vain did the BexediGines object againſt 
them, That the Emperour had expreſly Ordained 
by bis Edi, that the foundations of Abbies ſhould 
be preſerved, and the vacancies filled with perſons 
Proper according to therules of the foundation, duly 
calicd, and fitly qualified according to law 3 for 
the Jeſuites anſwered, That it was true, but it 
931d not be proved, that the Fathers of the Society 
were #0t perſons duly called, and legally qualified, 
according to the foundations of theſe Abies given 
thers by the Pope with bis Imperial Majefties Con- 
ſent , That is as F. Hay doth elegantly expound 
it, That theſe Abbies founded for the Order of St. 
Benedict ſix or ſeven hundred years before there 
were Jeſuites in the world were founded, for the F a- 
thers of the Society of Feſus- | 
 . Invaindid the Bexedifines object, That iheſe 
| Abbies had been eftablifhed for Monks: and Fryars, 
and that it was Ordained by the Canon-law, 
That Mpnafteries ſhould continue Monafteries to per- 
| pe:nzy, for the Jeſuites anſwered, That in mat- 

' . ters of favourable conftruGiion (ſuch as tended to 
the enriching themſelves with the Eſtates of the 
Mona{teries ) the Jeſuites were comprehended 
undcr the name of Monks ;. To which the Be-. 
mains 
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neditines replyed, That it was pleaſant to con- 
ſider, that the Jeſuites who on-all other occaſions 
expreſc ſo great averſneſs from the name of Monks, 
are very willing to be called Monks, when it 
may (erve to introduce them into the 1nhert- 
tance of Monks. - 

And tis fit to obſerve here, that the Feſuztes 
brand Azrelivs with errour for alledging, that 
a Monk,, and a perſon of a Religious Order are 
convertible terms, and denote the ſame thing : 
{o in France, when there is nothing to be got by 
aſſuming the name of Mpxbs, *tis an exrour that | 
deſerves cenfure to call a Feſuite Monk but m: 
Almaizne where there are Abbies to be taken 
trom Mozks and given to Feſwites if qualitied'ias | 
Monks, 1t 1s an errour that deſeryes cenfure,not | 
to take a Feſuite to be a Monks 


6. Impoſtures That the Pope hath an extraordinary: © 
power t0 derogate from any thing not favourable: 
tothe Feſuites. 


In vain did the Fryars objedt, That the Popes | 
by their agreements with the Germane Nation bad' 
obliged themſelves to preſerve every man in bis rights 
and etates. And that Filiutius of their Society: 
had written, -That the Pope not only by bis Office, 
but by Contract imployed between him and thoſe who. | 
give Eſtates to the Church is obliged by the Divine | 
gnd Natural Law to preſerve them for tyoſe who le \ 
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| folly poſſeſs them, and that the contrary cannot be Þ. 
Kone without injury to the Founders, and theſuc-. 
ceſſors of the Fryars of the Order in cauſing them to 

| bOfe their Eftate and their Hmour. For the Fe- 

| + faite who never think themſelves hurt by any 

| objection from the Law Natural or Divine, 

helped themſelves out by this neat diſtinQion ;. 
They confeſs the Power of the Pope is limited 
by particular Coxcordates and Agreements of Na- 
tons, which have the force of Bargains and 

_ Contradis > fo that the Pope himlelt 1s obliged 

to perform them according to the Law of Na- 
Hons 3. But they add, That this 15 to be under- 
Rood, that the Pope cannot Ordinarily derogate 
from theſe Concordates or Agreements but may.

pole : And when the eſnites inſiſted, there were 
no other means but that all treaſures were ex- 
hauſted 3 The Fryars Replyed, 

I» That there were ſome Treaſures not yet - 
exhauſted , namely, theirs who had within a 
ſhort time offered the Venetians five hundred 
thouſand Crowns to be re-eſtabliſhed in thole 
Colledges they had at Vence heretofore, and in | 
other Territorics of that Republick,from which 
they were baniſhed. |

In vain did the Bexedifines reproach them, 
that all the trouble had been railed tor taking 
from them theſe Abbycs againſt the Edit of 
the Emperour, proceeded only from their F, 
Lamwman, who had the boldneſs to write to 


his Imperial Majeſty, that his Edict and In 


ftructions given his Ambaſſadour , contained 
things not agreeing with the Principles of tne 
Catholique Faith; And that it were fit his Ma 
jeſty ſhould name ſome perſons to examine the 


whole butineſs anew with him his Contfefot. 
To this the good Fathers made anſwer in thek 


expreſs words: The prudent , ſage and devomt 
Reader, having well confidered of all things, wil 
doubtleſs obſerve, that the Confeſſor engaged ml 
haſtily in an affair of ſuch moment, but after lon 


deliberation how to remedy this evil (which was 


the reſtitution of the Abbycs to their ſeveral 
Orders, without allowing the Feſwites to alic- 
nate any from the Lawfull Proprietors ) 4nd 
that it muſt be avowed, the Father bad done well, 
and ought not to have done otherwiſe, and that 


if be had not advertiſed his Imperial Majeſty 


thereof, be had deſerved the blame of not diſcharge- 
ing the duty of a Good Confeſſor, according to the

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light of Natural reaſin,and the rules of our Society; 
to which the Fryars of St. Benet, with good 
reaſon replyed, That from bence we are to con- 
clude, that the hinderance of juſtice is the duty of a 
good Confeſſor : That ye are\required by the light of 
Natttral Reaſon, to allow that for Tuſt, which is 
really againſt the known rules of Fuſtice, and that

ders of Religion, did not cover their injuſtice, 
but render it more viſible 3 and that they did as 
a Robber, who taking another mans purſe 
ſhould tell hum, Friend, I do you no wrong, I de- 
fire not your goods > this purſe belongs not to you- 
And as to the ſecond point of their pretended 
moderation, and their perfect difintereſment, 


The Fryars anſwered with aſtoniſhment, That hav- | 


ing written ſo many Books, and publiſhed ſuch 
Volumes to deftroy the Edicts of the Empe- 
rour, having ſent ſo many Letters to the great 


Lords of Almaizne, to engage them to ſolicite- 


_ from his Majeſty Imperial a gitt of theſe Ab- 
bies to the Scciety of Feſus, they feared not to 
ſay, That the Soveraign Powers of Chriſtendom 
conſtrained them by force to accept of theſe 
Abbics, and that they were not aſhamed to call 


themſelves Children of Obedience, who cogje 
not

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not reſiſt the Soveraign Paftor of the Church , 


whom they were obliged to obey by a quadruple 
vow. In the mean time, to inform the world 
with what Faith theſe Fathers proceed in their 
ARtions, the Benedi&ines produced a letter of 
the late Cardinal Richeliex to the Congregation 
of Cardinalsin 1630, wherein as the Abbot of

The Abbot of the Monaſtery of Ceſarea of the 
Order of the Cifteaux, being deputed by his 
Generall, to put this Edict in execution ſent 
the Abbot of Valenciennes, to put four Nuns 
profeſt of the Order of St. Bernard with two 
Novices, and one converted Siſter into poſſe(- 
tion of the Abby of Voltigerode in the Lower 
Saxony: And the Biſhop of Oſrzabra#z, one of 
the Commiſtoners Imperial having, <ftabliſhe 
ed them there by one of his Officers,” thy 
continued there {everal months performing 
Divine Service. and all other exerciſcs of a Re-- 
ligious life. 

The Feſuites having a deſign to poſſeſs them- 
ſclves of this, as of all other Nunnerics the 
Proteftants were to reſtore, made uſe of the 
credit of their Father Lamorman with the Em- 
perour to effect it : The Father ferved himſclf 
of two notable ]lye3 to procure a Grant from 
the Emperour : the firſt, That the Abbots de- 
puted by the Orders of St. Benedif, and the ' 
Citeaux had made unto the Jeſuites a volunta=

"Tis the ſaying of a Pious Doftor, that the 
Devils prophecy what they will doe; fo theſe 
Fathers beftirred themſelves with all expediti- 
on to make that appear true in Act and execu- 
tion which was abſolutely falſe in allegation ; 
The firſt Cheat they applyed themfelves to

Plained of. Having etiabliſhed the quality of 
the partyes Appellants, with a brief ſummary 
explication ot the tact, the partics reaſons for ? 
maintaining their preteniions, he ſaid, It might 1 
lave been withed that an atfair of this nature

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had not appeared in publique : And that the: 
partyes had not of themſelves been inclined to 
have agreed among themſelves and done one 
-another Juſtice. That it was horrid to fee per- 
{ons who made profeſſion of a life more perfe&. 
than other men, diſpoſed to break the facred 
tye of that holy union, which we ought to 
finde among the moſt Lukewarm Chriſtians; 
that we mult endeavour by exa&t examination 
fo ſtoppe the further oppreſſion of Juſtice and | 
Equity , and to preſerve them from incerti- 
tude in their ſtations. To effe& this, we mult | 
»Mquire whether the damages ſuſtained excecd 
the moity of the Juſt price, whether there were 
any deceit or {urprize, whether the Appellants 
were Minors, and laſtly how conſiderable the 
Contra in queſtion might be : To lettle the 
damage he {aid , That the houſe had been 
bought by the Feſwites by Decree for 22 thou- 
{and 300 Livres Meſlincs, every Livre twenty 
| Groats value, which makes 12 Sols {1x Deniers 
-Tournois, and amounted in all to 13 thouſand 
| 935 Livres, ten Sols Tournois. That the Fe- 
| 'ſwites had aſſured the Urſulines as well by Let- 
| ters as by their Aviſoes, entituled Important, that 
the houſe with the improvements would come 
fo 30 thouſand Livres, not adding Mcflines : 
| That as to the reparations and improvements, 
| they produced no Accompt or acquittance of 


the workmen who had laboured ther: 3 fo that 
it 
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it might be, truly ſaid that they had none, or 
that they were ſo inconliderable, they durſt not 
ſhew the juſt ſumme they amounted to. That 
it was true the Feſ#ites agreed not to the value 
of Livres Mcſlines, as betore reduced to Livres 
Tournois, but would by this means have ob- 
ſcured the buſineſs, and prevent Judgement 
at the hearing but at laſt upon the Defen- 
dants Calculation by Letters, the 22 thouſand 
300 Livres Mcſlines were valued at no more 
' than 16 thouſand Livres Toarnois 3 fo that. 
the damage remained {ii}l moſt enormous, and- 
approached very near the moity of the ult 
price. As to the fraud and deceit, it was vilible 
by thcm that F. Forget had great power over 
the Urſulizes, who placed an intire conhdence 
in his words and writings 3 ſo that it was ng 
wonder that they gave ſo eakily 3o- thouſand 
Livres Tournotis tor a houſe which he afſured 
them to be worth ſo nauch 3 which he offered 
to juliific, laying a Paper on the Table to de- 
clare the particulars, but never ſpoke to them 
of Livres Meſlines which was the equivocation 
that Grew the Urſulines Into the ſnare... That 
inſtead of ſhewing the Contracts and Acquit- 
tances, he ſtipulated that after payment of the 
purchaſe-money for the houſe, he would de- 
liver iato the Nunncs-hands Extracts of all the 
Contracts and Evidences concermng the ſaid 
L.oule ; Further, that neither. the Nunnes, nor

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any perſon on their behalf had ſeen the houſe, 
and that there was preſented them a modell 
which was not agreeable to the houſe, but re- 
preſented the houle fairer and more convenient 
for Lodgings, and of greater extent than in 
truth it was, being 16 fadomes, two feet and 
three inches more than the houſe did cftectual- 
ly contain, as appeared by the laſt procels ver:

Pas* 248. the Feſwites are of opinion, that 
no perſons deſerve Legacies better than 
they, which is founded on the deteſtable maxim 
in the laſt Paragraph of their ſecret advice; that 
all the Church militant together doth not fo | 
much good by all other Orders of Religion 
joyntly, as they alone doe. This ſets them a-_ 
work to procure Gifts, and ſeverely chaſtiſe 
ſuch as promote not that defign, as deſtroyers 
of the Society whereof you have a freſh in- 
ſtance in the following ſtory at Madrid. 
| Arich Woman, who had much Kindred in 
that City, fell ſick : She had for her Conteſſor 
a 7eſuite, who attended her in her weakneſs, 
Jand as a faithfull ſervant of the Company di(- 
poſed her to make her will in favour of the Fe- 
Bites, and leave them all her Efiate, without

ceflary for their profeſſion, and ſiript him of / 
his habit 3 he returns home to his Father, who 
went preſently to the Feſuites and ſummoned 
them to perform the Contra he had made 
with them, for the reception of his Son ; but 
when they refuſed to give car to him, he ſucd 
them at law for his two thouſandDucats which 
they were obliged to reftore, as having not fa- 
tished the conditions on which they received 
them : They had credit enough to obtain ſen- 
tence againlt the Smith, who ſeeing himſelf de- 
prived of the money his Sons Habit had coſt 
him, reſolved to make that whereby he had 
loft his money to regain it, and that the Feſuiter 
Habit. which had coft him ſo much ſhould be 
worth him ſomething : -So the next day he 
habited his Son like a Feſizite, and made him 
work and beat the Anvil that day, and after in 
the Robe and Hood of a Feſvitez this gave the 
people notice of the Feſuites cheat, who being 
mocked publickly for what they had done to 
the poor man and his Son, were at laſt aſhamed 
of it, and reſtored him his money, which made 
bun ſtrip his Son oftheir Habit.

P. 121. Don Lewys Laſſo de Vega being Ste- . ;; 


ward of Granada, the King demanded a Con- 
tribution from the City 3 an Aſſembly was call- 
ed and divided in Opinion, and every one con- 
ſulted perſons of learning, and fearing God, 


{| who might give them advice moſt profitable in 
| their judgement for the good of the City : Some 


of either part went to adviſe with F. Marmol 
the Feſwite, then Divinity-profcſſor at Granads, 
and atterwards Rector of the Colledge of St. 
Hermenigilde at Sevil, in whoſe time, and by 
whoſe Council they made that memorable Ban- 
querupt. The Anſwers this Father gave were 
luited to the deſires of thoſe who conſulted him, 
whether to grant or refuſe the Contribution, 
equally telling the one and the other that it 


would be a mortal {in for the one to grant, and ) _ 


the others to refuſe it : Thoſe who were for 
granting 1t , demanded of Father Marmol his 
Opinion in writing to ſhew it to the Aﬀembly 
that the Conceſſion was Juſt , which the Fe-_ 
atte fraudly gave them and ſigned it : Thoſe 

who were againſt the Kings demand, ſeeing F. 
Marmol fo ſtrongly of their Opinion, demand- 
ed alſo his ſentiment under his hand, to let the

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Aſſembly ſee they had adviſed with him to pur- 
pole. But he made them anſwer, it was not 


the cuſtome of the Society'to lign Advices that | 


were not plealing to Kings and Princes : This I 


know by the relation of one of them who con- 
ſulted him:

P. 250, *Tis certain, that *tis not ordinary 
toexpell-whole Communities for the fault of 
one particular, and that perſons of wiſdome 
and judgement, as thole who govern King- 
doms and Republicks puniſh not a whole Order 
of Religion for the miſcarriage of one Fryar. 
This may aſſure us, that the Feſujtes having 
been driven away from ſeveral parts, it was 
not for the fault of ſome particular perſon, but 
for- that of the whole body, and the chiets who 
govern it.

:hants make commonly great gains), 15: very 
lear there. The Feſuites carricd by their natu- 
tural inclination to traftick, entred into this 
Commerce to the great prejudice of the Iſland; 
they cauſed a great quantity of Corn to be 1im+ 
ported from, Siczly, which they locked up till 
they lJaw the. people. threatned with 'Famine, 
ind in very great want, intending to fel] it 
then at exceſſive rates, The Iſle was in time 
lore preſſed with Famine, and little- corn re- 
maining in the Publick Granaries, or in thoſe 
of private.men 3. the Gallies of Biſerze, and 0- 

ther Veſſels: of Tzarkey blocked up their har- 
dours, were Lords ot the Sea, and took all the 

{Merchants Veſlels that ſayled, fo that there was 

no hope of relicf from Sicily : The Feſtites ſee 

ng this extremity, were careful not to declare 
that they had in their Granary about five thou- 
land buſhels of Cori: to be ſold;: fearing, that 
fthe Grand Maſicr caine to know it, he would: 
gblige them to part: v/itiritat cheap rates with- 
out any protit. Thijs ice them think it fitter 
tor theix purpoſe to diſemble and make them- 
lelve 
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ſelves of the number of thoſe who were in ( 
want : They went to the Great Maſter, andfr 
told him they were in extream neceſlity , andf c 
had paſſed the day before without a bit of bread ſx 
having none of their own, nor knowing where c 
to buy any : The Grand Maſter who 'pittiedſ| 
'and loved them, ordered ſome buſh& to bell 
given them of that little quantity of Corn that: 
remained. Some of the moſt confiderableſ 
Knights would have ſtopped his Liberality,andſt 
prevented the Gift, telling him they were in- r 
formed by perſons who knew it very well, thatf p

the Feſwites had Corn ſufficient to nouriſh the 
whole Iſland for ſeveral months ; but the Grand 
Maſter regarded them not, but believed it the|c

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Grand Maſter having heard the diſorder com- 
mitted by the Knights in a place he looked up- 
on as a Sanctuary, came to the remedy when it 


was too latez they ſhewed him Granaries full 


of wheat, and diſabuſed him in letting him (ee 
the truth of what they had afirmed awhile be- 
fore. He approved of what they had done, and 
made uſe of the Corn they found to relieve the 
preſent neceſſity. I will not at preſent inſiſt on _ 
| the ſtory of Cafſiaita, but oblerve that the ava-. 
rice of the Feſwites was the cauſe of their ex- 
pulſion, for they kept their Corn when the peo- 
ple were in want, and had no compaſſion for 
the publick neceflity, but preferred their inter- - 
eſt bctore the good of the liland.

| P. 242. Parſons the Jeſuite publiſhed here- 
tofore in England, a Boos Intituled, The Re- 
[formation off England, wherein having obſerv-. 
ed (everal faults and defects in the Councel of 
[Trent , he concludes with this ſaying, that if 
| Englaad ever returned to the Rowiſh Religion, it 

muſt be reduced to the form of the Primitive 
a] Church, by putting all Eccleſiaſtical Eſtates in 
common, and that the care of that Church 
epmuſi be given to ſeven diſcreet perſons of the 
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Society to diſtribute the ſaid Eſtates as they ſhall 
think fit : And for a mark of the Feſyiter 
blinded ſelf-love, he fayes, that no Fryar of 
of any other order mult be permitted to paſs in- 
to England, and adds, that for hve years at leaf 
the Pope muſt not preſent to any benefice, but 
refer himſelt wholly in_that particular to thoſe 
ſeven Sages of the Company. Thus they make 
noching of ruining the Church, provided it may 
conduce to make them Maſters of all. 


The Jeſuites in preaching the Goſpel at Japan ſop 
Sedittdns, and diſpoſe the people to War, and 
are perſecuted and chaſed away as Cheats and 
Impoſtors.

This Fryar ſpeaks not this of hindi

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hath taken the words out of the General Hi- 
tory of Fapan printed at Alcala' in 1601. 
which the Author Lewys Guſman the Feſaite, 
ſayes> He had gathered out of Relations of cer- 
tain truth, or ocular teſtimonies : The (ame 
Author, Gap. 3. Lib. 2. reports the perſecution 
raiſed againti them by the Emperour of Fapan, 
and the cauſe alledged by the Emperour to 
have been, that the Feſwuites were Cheats and 
Impoſiures who made pretence of preaching 
ſalvation, came to raiſe the people, and plor 
{ome treaſon againſt him, and the Kings of F u- 
pan and that had he not taken heed of them, 
they had long ſince deceived him as they had 
done many other Kings and Princes 3 {o that in 
ix years they had'diſcovered the end they had 
in preaching the Goſpel, and made it appear to 
bave becn the deſtruction of Princes. 

It cannot be ſaid the Emperour did this out 
of. hatred to the Chriſftan Faith, who gave per- 
miflion in writing in 1593. to the Order of St, 
Francis to enter his Empire, to found there 
Churches, Hofpitals and Convents, and appear 
publickly in their poor habit : All which not- 
withltanding the perſecution continued againſt 
ta: Soctety, who had but one Church left at 
Nangazacui 4 Port town, and a place of great 
Commerce. This Church the Emperour per- 
mitted to {tand, becauſe of ſome Feſwites Inha- 


_ bicants there who took care of merchandizes, 
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one of whom named Fohn Roderick was the 
Emperours Interpreter : This ſhews how far 
the Feſuites were engaged in trade, that (ome 
of them were neceſſary to be lcft to uphold it 
when the relt were expelled; and that they 
were not chaſed away for their Faith, ſince the 
the Order of St. Fraxcz,who laboured more ef- 
fecually the Converhon of Infidels, were ad- 
mitted the ſame time but for the horror and 
deteſtation of the Japanozs conceived againſt 
thern for their double dealing and falſehood. 


The Avarice and Ambition of the Jeſuites cauſe the 
deſtruGtion of two Chriftian Kings of Japan : 
J beir Treaſon againſt the King of Omura, makes 
the Miniſters of the Goſpel to be accounted Tray:

P. 311. I could not in filence paſs by two 
cruel Treaſons which the Ambition of the Fe- 
ſuites produced in theſe Countries by policies 
moiſt repugnant to the maximes of Chriftianity. 
The King of Omurg received the Chrittian 
Faith with very great devotion, and for that 
_ reaſon, and becauſe he: reputed the Feſwite, 
Miniſters of the Goſpel favoured and protefted 
them in his Realm. Naxgazaqut is one of the 
principal Cities there, and capable toenrich all 
.the Countrey, being a Port well frequented, as

vemencies of the Port, the various Merchan- 
dizes brought thither, the commodiou{nels of 
its fitaation for {ccarity of his Veflels, and at 


laſt aſſured him, that as a Soveraign Lord he 


might take it away from the King of Omura, 
giving him loimething elle equivalent to it. 
The | Emperoar followed thcir advice, and 
to0k away the Port from the King of Omura, 
but as {oon as hc had done it he baniſhed the Fe- 
ſuites from all parts of that Kingdom, ſaying, 
with much wiſdom, That having betrayed their 
0p-mette they wank with more reaſon betray him, 

the Emperour who had far leſs obliged how than 
the King of Omura. Thus they lolt the amity 
of the King, and gained not that of the Em- 
perour they aftected, but left the Minitters of 
the Goſpel the reputation of being Traytors. 
This hath been aflured upon the oaths of above 
hity Chriſtian villages in a Memorial preſented 
originally to his Catholick Majetty in his Coun- 
cel of the Indies, and tothe Pope in the Congre- 
gation de Propaganda fide.

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A Miſchiwvous Counſel given the King of Arima, 
which coſt him bis life, and cauſed a bloody per= | 


ſecntion againſt the Chriſtians. 


P. 312. There happened another thing e-_ 


qually ftrange to the Ring of Arima a Chritin 
and great Benefadtoy to the Feſnitesr, whoſe Se- 
minaries and Colledges flourithed in his Realm. 
They put a chimera into the head of this Prince, 


|. and perſ{waded him to demand of the Empe- 
' rour the reſtitution of ſome Lands which his 


Predeceflors had loft by war. The Feſ#;tes de- 
lien in this was to enlarge their Power by e&x- 
tending the Dominions of the King of Arima 
thcir friend beyond the ordinary limits ; to at- 


tain their defires, they made uſe of a man who 


was intirely at their devotion; his name D-y- 


Faqui a Secretary to one of the Emperours Mi- 


niſters; but though they gained him. to their 
fide, he forbore not to diſcover the whole in- 
trigue which coſt the lives of the one and the 
other 3 for the Emperour cauſed the King to be 
beheaded, and Dayfagui burnt, and Mejor the 
Feſwite eſcaped but narrowly the ſame flames. 
This King is charged with the killing of a Son 


he had by a former wife, to make way for the 


ſucceſſion of one by a {econd wite, as a perſon 
from whom the 7eſuzics hoped more tavour 1n 


his Reign than they could expect from ts 0- 
: | ther. 
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ther, The Emperour hereupon conceived a 
very ill opinion of our Religion, and its Mini- 
ters, for that all who acted in this Tragedy 
were Fryars or Chriſtians and this moved him 
to the ſecond perſecution , which was muctz 
more bloody than the former. He chaſed away 
all Fryars from his Empire, fo that the Conver- 
fion of this people was extreamly obſtructed by 
the ill Counſels and Flatterics of the 7eſwites. 
Is not the Ambition of the Feſwites very ttrange, 
and ther flattery a horrible thing, who to ex- 
tend their Dominion, and pleafe the King of 
Arima, though thcy were fctlcd in very good 
condition propoſed to him the dclign of re- 
entring thefe Lands his Predeceſfors had poſleſ- 
ſed, though then in the hands of another Ma» 


ler ? 


In a Contribution made by all the Religious Orders 
of Spain the Jcluites give three advices inftead 
of money. 


P. 392. The King of Spain wanting monies: 
at the beginning of the War with France, de- 
manded of all the Orders of Religion a ſuccour * 
by way of Contribution ; The ColleRors ap-

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Ties into China, Legatees and executors of Te- 


{taments throughout the world, would on this 
occaſion make appear to the world their affe- 
<tion for the publick good, and their Power, 
and would give the King a conſiderable ſum 
to help him out of the great ſtraits he was in, 
The Fathers anſwered them who made the pro- 
poſal, that when they had demandcd the Con- 
tributions of other Religious Orders the Srczety 
would give as much as they who gave moſt, yea 
as much as they all ſhould give together : The 
Commiſſioners made uſe ot this anſwer of the 
7eſnites to make the greater inftance to other 
Orders, and pcr{waded {ome to contribute be- 
yond their ability. 

After this they returned to the Feſuizes, and 
1:quirzd them to perform their promiſe, the Fe- 


ſuites anfwered they would give his Majeſty 


three Advices, by means whereof his Majeliy 
might gather above twelve millions of money, 
This made the Cende D' Olwarez look about 
him, who thought he had already ſuthctent to 
remedy the prefling neccflities of the State, and 
was very inquiſitive tor the Counſels of the e- 
ſuites which they gave him. 

The firft was, That it the King would give 


them all the Chairs of Profeffors in the Univer- 


fities of the Kingdom, they- would not delire 


any Salary for their Lectures 3; but his Majelty 


might iwpropriate or {c11 the Salaries i the 
| r0- 
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Profeſſors which amount yearly to above four _ 
handred thouland Ducats, and were worth to 
be ſold above czght Millions. 
,* The ſecond, That the King ſhould prevail 
with the Pope to reduce the breviary to a third 
part of what it is3 when this ſhould be obtain- 
cd, they would print Breviaries and Diurnals 
of the new -model1-to be uſed 3 but that they 
who would make uſe of them ſhould pay mi ac- 
knowledgement of the pleaſure they had done 
them in abridging tneir Office ten Ducats for 
every Breviary, and five for every Diurnal, as 
every Clergy-man payes yearly four Rials tor 
his Bull of permiſhion to cat white meat in-Lentz 
By the calculation they made, the profits of this. 
exceeded: the former. : :: 4; Ng 

The third, /Fhat whereas they were not per 
mitted by the rules of their Oxder to receive 
money tor their Maſſes, his Majefty ſhould take 
all the money-of the Ecclcftattical Fraternities: 
of Spain-and the Tadies, and oblige them to-fay 
Mats Graty as the Jefuites;. | 

'Tis evident by theſe three Advices that the 
jeſuites aimed only at their convenicnce and in-: 
terett, and: totexpreſs ther hatred againſt other 
Religious Orders under-pretence of doing the 
Kitgtfetvice..  Fherxcwntion: of the  firtt Ad + 
Vice waSattempred; but the Univerſities made 
a yeneraus. oppoſition's aud1FciBafle Piice ts 
Leon © Profeſſor-of tReveveuing KeBture in the 
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Univerſity of Salamanca compolcd a learned 
Mempire which I have feen in the hands of Do- 
for D. Michael Fohn de Vimbodi Secretary to 
his Eminence the Cardinal Spinota then Arch- 
Biſhop of Granada; wherein he convinced the 
Feſuites of all manner of Hereſies; and conc]uy- 
ded that it was their intention to poſſeſs them- 
{clves of all the Chairs of Profeſſors, that they 
might diſcard all men of Religion, and after- 
wards eſtabliſh their pernicious maximes with- 
out contradiction. The Pope would not enter 
upon the {ccond and third expedient, but ſaid, 
that the iniquity of our times thould incline us 
rather to augment than diminiſh our prayers. 
And as for the Almes for Maſſes they would be 
ot uſe to maintain poor Priefts and poor Fryars. 
But the 7eſwizes-gave the King nothing,

not conſent, but having taken poſſeſſion of his 
Se, did vigorouſly defend the rights of. the 
Piſhoprick againlt the incroachments of the 
inſulting Governour, whom he cxcommuni-- 
cated, and his Officers, for having Arreſted: 
thoſe workmen who were guilty of no crime, 
but labouring in the Church, and preaching the 
Goſpel : The Governour and his Ofhcers being, 
declared cxcommunicate by Papers publique-- 
ly affixed, the Jelwite Sebaftizan Morello, whom, 
we mentioned betore, had the infolence to, 
tcll the Governour, He ought not to be trou- 
bled for theſe Excommunications from which: 
hc would forthwith abſolve him on the place.. 
ſaying, the Society had the priviledge to do los. 
This was the occaſion of very great ſcandall;. 
and induced the Governour by advice of-the 
Teſuites, to name a Judge Conſervator againſt: 
the Archbithop : And theſe Fathers jn. the mean 


time lodg'd fecure and Regal'd jn their Col>- 


ledge : The Dean of the Church of St. Foy, 
tound means to 'take away this Judge Conſer-: 
vator, and put him jn Prifon in the Arch-bi- 
!hops houſe. Bat.the Jeſyizes came in Arms to: 
the Prifon, broke. down the walls, .and took 
out the Judge, and led him back to their Col- 
edge... EEC £ "IE Lo, 
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To recount al} the paſſages i this retcoun- 
| fer, would {well up the ſtory to a very great 
 Tength. But they are ſet forth at large with all 
| the inſolences of the Feſwites, in the 4th Chap- 
|. fer, and fo to the x1th of the lite of this Arch- 
biſhop, written by the Batchelor D. Pedro de 
* Solz, and Valencenela, where is alſo deſcribed 
|. the miſerable end of ſome Jeſuiter who did more 
|  fignally abuſe the holy man : his words are 
thefe.. Though the Fathers of the Society, who 
allifted the Governour againſt the Archbiſhop, 
 . changed their habitation in going to © zo, yet

the Jeſuites taught the Indians, That there were 
two Gods, one of the Poor, and another of 
the Rich; that this was farr more powerfull 
than the other; that the ArchBithop ſerved the 
former, and the Governour the latter.

ledge, which. being eſtabliſhed for the inſtru- 
Gion of Youth, ſhews by theſe pernicious max-- 
ims, that the Society aims at nothing but to 
uphold it ſelf by credit with men of power, 
and affects a firict alliance and union with 
them, {o that it appears an extraordinary thing 
to ſee a Vice-roy or Governour m the Tydies 
not engaged in their Intereſts, which is the 
caule of their chaſing Biſhops from their Sees, 
and dragging them before all the Secular Tri- 


bunals, 


Don Mattheo De Caſtro Biſh1p in the Eaſt-In- 

_ dies ill uſed, and ſlighted by the Jeſuites, who 
made him poe three times to Rome,'and Jeared 
at the Buils and Cenſures be browzht thence.

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ſtation : But ſeeing the Nuntio far advanced 
in the chaſtiſement and reformation of theſe 
corrupt Church-men, they found a rare expe- 
dient to hinder the effect of the puniſhments 
given them, and to procure them impunity 
in their looſe courfes of lite. F. Bartholomery 
Vilers 2 Feſuite was then Conteffor to the Arch- 
duke, and had the priviledge to give his ad- 
vice firſt in all ſorts of Aﬀairs.

| blamed by his Neighbours, as having conſent- 
ed to his own infamy :. The Rector of the 
+ Colledge of Grazada hearing this, exhibited 
| a Plaint Criminal againſt the Murtherer, -and 
| defigned to make a new Information quite

' heard ſometimes his diſcourſes and exhorta-

ved, he made;his Sermons before the exerciſe 
of the Diſcipline of Penance, pradifed by ma- 
ny in that Colledge, for which this good Fa- 
ther ſeemed to have no- great affe&tion or De- 
votion, though none needed-it more.

 Ineced not tell you, we paſſed by Clairvanx, 
Auberine, Cifteaux, la Ferte, and Clugny, thoſe 
great and vaſt Houſes , which ſtand famous 
Monuments of our Anceſiors piety. But *tis 
matter of Lamentation, that the ſpirit of thoſe 
Saints who founded them, being expired al- 
moſt as ſoon as their perſons, they have left us 
nothing but ſo many heaps of ſtones3 and that 
after they were ſandihed by, poverty and peni- 
tence, their reputation hath. gotten their Suc- 
ceſſors riches, which ſerve only to maintain in 
idlenefs and floth thoſe that enjoy them. But 
| becauſe theſe evils are without remedy, I ſhall 
| not. inſiſt longer on. them, but make a ſicp as 
far as Lyons, to tell you the ſtory: of a little 
Conference I had there witha. Jeſutte. 
Monſieur de M-one of their good Friends,up- 
on our arrivall-brought us to ſee their Houle 
of Relle-Cowr : Having praycd awhile in. their 
Church, I ſtaid to look on an Epitaph I had 
| heard of, and hardly then finiſhed ;. but it be- 
| ing late, and my.. fight ſhort, I could ſcarce 
'. xeadany more than'theſe two words, Pie oh | 
When I was come forth, I-was; glad! to.under-

youred to learn ſome particularities concern- 
ing his death. I told this Father, it would be 
much to my comfort, if it were true, that this 
Abbott dyed pioully, as 1 had read in his Epi- 
taph , but I ſhould be more joytfull to hear 
ſome particulars of his repentance. 

He anſwered me very imply, there was no 
doubt: but he dyed in a very good condition, 
for that he had. been aſſiſted by their Fathers, - 
in his laft ſickneſs, Father, faid I, pray tell - + 
me how he came into this good condition? if 
after he had ſcandalized all the world by his 
Debaucheries, infamous Avarice and Impietics, 
he edified the Church. by ſome marks of. re- 
pentance, what. penance did he? hath he at 
lealt reſtored the vaſt ſummes whereof he rob- 
bed his Monaſtery andthe poor ? For you know 
without doubt [that he: enjoyed above:twenty 
years, two | Benehces - whereof he never gave 
Almes. And that to gain the greater Revenue, + | 
he let almoſt all his Monks die without re- 
ceiving any ; He ſpent no more in repairs'than 
in AJlms, fo that all the Regylar places of his 
Monaſtery are-xun to:raine3z' particularly: there +, 
is neither, Dormitory, Iofirmiry,: nor Refectos*.* 
ry; laftly, not ſatished 'with all the money. he 
heaped up by ſuch' extrabrdjnary.niggardlineſs, 
he hath cut down, the beſt part of the Woods _ 
of his. Monaſtery, and <onverted.1hem'to:;his 
| The. : 
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The Good Father aſſured me, the Fathers 
took no cognizance of all this; that his Eftate 
paſſed to. Monticur his Brother, a perſon of 
Credit, and prime man ofa City. I was impa- 
tient, and cryed out, Father, What Condu&; 
what Aveings are ere ? What, did they not re= 


preſent to this Abbot, that.a man of Religion 


cannot amals Money ,- without amaſhng, - for 
himſelf a treaſure of wrath againſt thelaſt day ? 


+ Did they not tell him, the fixe muſt devour Wil 


fouls, who have been o unhappy as'to- hide 
the Gold: and Silver which they had to be-im- 
ployed for relieving the neceflities of the mem- 
bers of Chriſt ?

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hath taught us, with what leverity they are to 
be judged, who divert and retain for them- 
ſelves any part of things conſecrate- to God, 
This Crime was puniſhed by ſudden death in : 
\ the perſon of Ananigss and it was the Prince 
of the Apoſtles who pronounced that terrible 
Judgement : If your Fathers have given any | 
hope of falvation to a perſon .more criminal 
than Ananias, what was it but to abuſe the 
power of Chriſt, in declaring that a living ſoul 
which was really dead ? I confeſs, Father, that 
what opinion foever I conceived of your ſpecu- 
lative Morality, I {ce now you ſurpals it in your } 
practical. They who write books, and expoſe ' 
their thoughts to the eyes of the world, have 
commonly ſome Reſerves, and dare not ex |} 
prels their wicked opinions barefaced and nar - - 
ked, but clothe them with ſome ſpecious pro- 7 
babilities of truth z which . conceals at leaft ! 
from the cycs of the people ſome part of theix- 
_lyes. But I perceive by this inſtance you trouble- 
_ not your {elves to diſguiſe your deteſtable Max- | 
ims 3 that you cafily diſpenſe with the moſt in- : 
diſpenſable Laws, and: will do any thing to 
pleaſe men : By the ancient cuſtom of Mona-: 
ſteries, Every Fryar with whom they . found - 
money after his death, was held Fs rn of 
Chriſtian Burial], and. his body expoſed to be 1 
devoured by Birds and by Beaſts: But. yau; my. | 
Fathcxs, you fave fine {ubtletics. and deviees. | 
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to ſave all the world, eſpecially thoſe who have 
money :. The vaſt ſummes found with the Ab- 
| bot of St.-S»ipice, prevailed. not with you tos 
think him unworthy abſolution 3 and though 
he dyed without giving any thing to the poor, 
which is a {cnhible mark of his Reprobation, 
you were not afraid to interre his miſerable 
* Reliques in your Church, 2nd adorn him with 
publick Monuments of piety. . 

I begg your pardon, Father, for'the liberty 
I take to tell you my thoughts : I ſhall add one 
thing more, which doubtleſs all perſons of a 
mean underſtanding, that ſhall here ſpeak of 
this ſtory, will preſently inferr : The world 
| does you'the right to take you for perſons of 
| prudence and wildome, and wanting -no ad- 
L, dreſs or dexterity when your 1ntereſt 1s con» 
” Ferned. - This well-grounded perſwaſion will 
naturally incline them to believe, that when 
| you give ab{olution to finners, who have done 
| nothing to ment it, youare well paid for it, as 
a thing of your gift, which: you owe not in 
| juſtice: And. that you take to your ſelves at 
teaſt a great part of the Eſtates of thoſe wicked 
rich men, to whom you promiſe Paradice, 
without regard to Gods Word, who excludes 
- them from. thence who never. repent. And 
| certainly. M.the Abbot. of St. Silpice made il] ac- 
| 'kniowledgement of the goodneſs: you. cxpreſt 
| towards him, it he gave you not part of thoſe 
EE -- * | Rapincs . 
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Rapines he could not carry with him to the 
other world, and were no longer of any uſe to 
him : *Twere well then, Father, that men 
knew your behaviour in this affair : They may 

poſſibly finde ſome reaſons to excuſe you, and 
' juſtifie the memory of your penitent. "Tis 
| poſſible, he hath made ſome reſtitution which 
| turned to your advantage, and was applyed to 
| your uſe, and may advance his ſalvation as 
| much as if it had been made to them to whom 
of right it belonged : In a word, it is proba- 
ble there may be reaſon fafhcient to preferr you 
before a Rabble of poor Folks and Monks, that 
are of no uſe to the World, who had right to 
the Money he beſtowed on you. 

This Father being none of the ableſt, appear- 
od ſufficiently. perplexed at this diſcourſe, but 
at laſt being obliged to ſay ſomething-in Juſti- |: 
8 fication of the Company, he aflured me this 
| Abbot had given them nothing, and that for 
the Enterrement and Epitaph, whereof they 
took care, they had received only Sixty Lonyſes, 
which was little more than what it had coſt 
them; All this was ſo ſimply related by the 
poor Father, that certainly he knew no more, 
lo that I ſaid no more to him, but that I bla- 
mcd them very much or doing ſo wicked a 
work at fo cheap a rate.

From- Lyons we went to St. Sulpice, Where 
I was an Eye-witneſs of the diforder wherein 
this wretched Abbot left the Monaſtery , both 
in its ſpiritual and temporal Concerns , and 
underſtood he committed enormities which 
- fufficiently demonſtrated he had neither Ho- 
* Nour nor Religion: A Fryar he was, but 
{cldom or never wore the habit of his Order : | 
A Prieſt he was but never faid Maſs, unleſs | 
| when he was obliged to receive ſome Nunnes 
to profcfhon in the Houſes, that depetided of 
* Him, over whom he had Juriſdiction-in quali- 
| ty of Vicar Generall of the Order+ijn Savoy 
and Preſſe, but before he went from'their hou- 
fes he chafter'd what they were to give'him, 
| and was {o punctual and exa& 'in making 
| . them pay, that one of the Nantes being 'un- 
able to make 'vp the ſumme they had*agreed 
upon, he put off his Prieftly Ornaments, and 
deferred the Maſs and Ceremony to another 
. time : Not 40 ſtay any longer in giving you a 
Catalogue Of all his Diſorders, it may be ſaid 
in a word, that he wanted nothing'to make 
him a compleatly wicked -man. I was told 
| upon the place, he had carryed to Lyons part 
| of the moſt precious things in his poſlcfion, 
having left almoſt all the reſt in a Caſtle call 
ed. Machura ; That in his ſickneſs his Bro- 
ther had ſent Horſemen thither , who by 
force took away all from the Houſe; and 
© came: 
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came after to the Abby to do the like, but 
that the reſiſtance the Fryars made obliged 
them to return without their Errand. 1 

The report of the Countrey is, that the In- - * 
heritance his Brother is ſeized of amounts to *' 
above a hundred thouſand Livres, which may 
be ealily believed, for what cannot that man 
amalſs who enjoyed two ſuch fat Benehices, 
and was at no charge? He had ſcarce any 
 Fryars, and thoſe tew he had he gave not any 
thing to 3 no ſervants, no retinue, yet had he 
induſtry and care ſufficient to- Revell good !

From St. Szlpice we went by the Grand 1 
Chartreuſe to Grenoble, But two dayes agoe ; 
_ Monſieur De M. went to the Brother and heir 7 
of the Abbet, to detnand Juſtice, and repre- 
{ent to him, that it was not allowable for him ® 
to poſlc{s himſelf of, and retain by force an 
Eftate that belonged to other men : But we 
had no ſatisfaction from this great Magiſtrate, 
he expreſt no repentance for the Robbery com» 
mitted, but hath formed his Conſcience ſo in 
tais matter, that *twill be no eaſie thing to per ?} 
{wade him to let goe fuch a prey : He told us | 
in few words, but gravely, that he had done |} 
nothing but what had been approved by twenty 
208d Caſuiſts, whereof above half were very : 
able Feſuites : And that is Deciſme. 4 
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Before I conclude my Letter, I will propoſe 


'a queſtion wherein I ſhould be very glad to 


receive your advice. It cannot be unknown, 


what the conduct of the Feſ#ites hath been in 


regard of this Abbot 3 to what degree of con- 


deſcendence they are fallen, and how apt they 


are to flatter ſinners in the deſires. of their 
hearts: But the difficulty 1s to finde out that 
| 'which hath particularly obliged them to this 
| *behaviour, on the preſent occaſtion. Is it be- 


cauſe thefe complay fant Directors have got 
ſuch a habit of looſe complying with all the 
wills of their Penitents, that it 1s not in their 
power to. contradict them, and are as it were 


| -* forced in ſpite of themſelves to do yet more 
| than their Maxzims permit : Is it becauſe they 
| obſerve no rule in their practice, but to do - 


what they liſt > Do they believe in good ear- 
neſt that ſinners they guide in this manner, 


| or rather permit to walk_in the broad way 


to deſtruftion, may be ſaved? and that men 


need not any more ſeek the narrew Path? 
| Have they not had greater regard to the Au- 
| thority of the Living, than the Salvation of 


the Dead Brother? And fince they have been 


| capable of approving the unjuſt Uſurpation he 


made ofithe Eftate left by his Brother, 1s 1t 
not. probable they are capable of. demanding 


| his favour to ſerve their turn on very 1} Ac-
